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PREFACE. 


Having had the honour to be selected as Adjutant of the Dorset 
** Queen’s Own” Yeomanry, I early conceived the idea of compiling 
a History of the Regiment, but it was not until the fifth and last year 


of my appointment that I seriously applied myself to this undertaking. 


For a long time I could obtain but a meagre record down to 1830, 
until one day, in conversation with Lieut. H. F. Frampton, I learnt 
that papers relating to the Yeomanry were supposed to be extant in 
Moreton House. After long searching and some breaking of locks, 
the desired papers were at last discovered in a hitherto unregarded 


cupboard ; and amongst them, wrapped up and docketed in 


characteristically methodical manner, was a History of the Regiment 
from its formation in 1794 down to its disbandment in 1814, written 


by James Frampton, Esq., sometime its Colonel. 


This, by the kind permission of Mr. R. Fetherstonhaugh-Frampton, 
I have transcribed, only omitting a few irrelevant passages, and 


occasionally inserting additional information on the authority of 


contemporary letters and orders. 


The copies of official letters, &c., are from the original documents 
in Moreton House, which were most generously made over by Mr. R. 
Fetherstonhaugh-Frampton and Lieut. H. F. Frampton to the Dorset 


Yeomanry, under conditions which are specified in the manuscript copy 


of this work kept in the Orderly-room. 


It has given me real pleasure to bring forward the patriotic labours 
of James Frampton, who, although in his memoir he modestly 


subordinates himself to others, may in truth be looked upon as the

Father of the Corps. Within his limits he was a born leader of men, 
and an admirable specimen of the large class of English gentlemen, 
who, though scarcely known to history, have, over and over again, in 
times of national stress and danger, rendered what may here, with a 


permissible play upon words, be termed ‘‘ Yeoman-service.”’ 


I have to return my thanks for the kind attention which has been 
paid to my enquiries by all to whom I have applied, and more 
especially for information received from Mr. J. J. Farquharson, of 
Langton, Mr. N. Bond, Mr. E. Castleman, Lieut. W. E. Sawbridge 
Erle-Drax, Captain Elliott Lees, Lieut. T. A. Colfox, Quarter- 
Master E. W. Cave, and Mr. J. J. Roper. Acknowledgment is also 
due to Mr. F. V. Ensor, of Dorchester, for reference to a file of the 
Dorset County Cironicle, and to the Clerk to the Lieutenancy for notes 


supplied by him to the late Colonel Hambro. 


In conclusion I may add that when I put together these records, | 
did not anticipate that they would go beyond the Orderly-room in 
which they were deposited in manuscript. To the generosity of 
Colonel Goodden they owe their appearance in print before a wider 
public. To Lord Digby, Mr. R. Fetherstonhaugh-Frampton, Mr. J. 
J. Farquharson, Mr. N. Bond, and Lieut. H. Hambro the book is 
indebted for the portraits of their kinsmen and ancestors in the

HE origin of the Yeomanry Corps of Light Cavalry 

in the County of Dorset, called the ‘‘ Volunteer 
Dorset Rangers,” may not hereafter be unentertaining, 
and may serve to show the Spirit and Ideas of the Times. 


The Revolution in France having given rise to Principles 
totally subversive of all order and Good Government, and 
Clubs and Societies being formed in London and other 
populous Towns in the Kingdom for the purposes of 
disseminating such Principles of Liberty and Equality, as 
they were called, and it being believed that Plots were 
actually formed by these disaffected persons, after promot- 
ing secret discontent, to proceed to open violence and

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1792 endeavour to overthrow the Constitution of this Country,

the Militia were suddenly ordered out, and Parliament 
called together in November, 1792. 


Early in 1793 an Idea was hinted to Lord Milton 
(son of the Earl of Dorchester, and who had _ served 
in the Army in America* during the last war with 
great credit) that in Times of danger Corps of Volunteers 
had often been raised which had been very  service- 
able, not only in showing the Spirit of the Country, 
but in repelling any insurrections at home; or, in case 
of Invasion, of exploring the advances of an enemy, 
in driving the country, or acting in any way in aid 
of the Regular Troops. He came into the scheme and 
mentioned it to Mr. Lionel Damer (his brother) and some 
few friends whom he happened to see. As soon as I 
heard it (which was one day out Fox hunting) I spoke to 
Mr. Damer and begged him to say from me to Lord 
Milton that if such a Corps was to be raised I wished 
much to belong to it, as I thought it highly proper for 
everybody to show themselves in such times as these 
ready to do their utmost to defend their own Property and 
the Country at Large from all innovations the followers 
and admirers of the French system might try to introduce. 
On this offer I received the following letter from Lord 


Milton :— 


* Under Lord Cornwallis ; was present also at Lord Rodney's victory over the 
French Fleet April 12, 1782, off Prince Rupert's Bay, West Indies. 
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London, Febry. 12, 1793. 


DEAR FRAMPTON,—I am so pleased and so much obliged to you for 
the offer you made Lionel to lend me your assistance towards forming 
a Troop to act as occasion may require, that I cannot resist writing 
to you on the subject. The proposal submitted to His Majesty was 
that I would undertake the command of a Troop of Horse to be raised 
in Dorsetshire, one third of which was to be Gentlemen, and each 
Gentleman was to answer for his file. King’s Commissions to be 
granted, but Government to be charged with no expense. 


From what I have understood from My Lord Amherst, it does not 
seem to me that this plan is very likely to be adopted, and the chief 
objection, at least mentioned, is the obstruction it may give to the 
completing of Regiments of Militia with Officers. However, these 
and others may be got over, and in the meantime, as there does not 
seem to be any immediate pressure, I can wait very patiently, but 
upon my return into Dorsetshire about Easter I shall be extremely 
anxious to communicate this plan more at large, and indeed in some 
measure practically, to some of my Friends, and assuredly to you 
among the first. If for instance a few of us only were just to get an 
horse fit for the purpose, properly saddled, Pistols before, a Cloak 
properly rolled up behind, and were to take the trouble of seeing a 
servant or two equipped in the same manner, is there not at once as 
complete a Corps to serve as guides to any troops of our own, or to 
explore the advance of an enemy, as could be expected ? 


In short, knowledge of the country gives so many and such evident 


advantages that it is needless to expatiate upon them.* I will not 
therefore trouble you with anything more than my thanks at present. 


—I am, yours sincerely,

For the reasons given in the above letter the plan was 
drop'd for some time, nor did I hear anything more of 
it till I received the following letter from Lord Milton, 


dated March 6th, 1794 :— 


* An argument as strong now as ever in favour of the Yeomanry.

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DEAR FRAMPTON,—Having just seen a plan from the Secretary of 
State’s Office for the increase of our Internal force, and finding my 
scheme, amongst others, mentioned as likely to be adopted, I have 
thought it proper to give you this notice, and to acquaint you that I 
may find it necessary to call upon you and your file for actual service 
which you were so good as to say you were inclined to put under my 
command. The arms, which will consist of a sabre and brace of 
pistols and accoutrements, I will take care to deliver to you in due 
time ; and as to the clothing for yourself and men, if you incline to 
mike up the same as I do myself, a plain green jacket and waistcoat 
and leather breeches, and boots black all the way up the leg, a cloak 
to roll up behind the saddle and a round hat, I will take the liberty of 
referring you to my brother. I could wish that Government would 
allow us for our saddles, but am in doubt. In the meantime | have 
ordered the plainest and the most convenient for myself and my file, 
and must again refer you to my brother’s as a model if you choose to 
adopt it. You will give me leave. to suggest that if a Yeoman or 
substantial Farmer completes your File with yourself and servant, it 
will be of all modes the most likely to conduce to the good of the 
service upon which we shall be most probably employed. I beg the 
favour of an answer as soon as convenient and to assure you that I 
am, ever yours, most sincerely, 

MILTON. 


By these two letters it appears that the plan was for 
about eighteen or twenty gentlemen to bring each two 
persons, one a substantial farmer or yeoman, and a servant 
completely equipped, Government to be at no expense 
whatever. 


In March the accompanying circular was issued to the 
Grand Jury sitting at the Dorchester Lent Assizes :— 


GRAND JURY Room, DorcuEsTER, March, 13th 1794. 


PLAN of AUGMENTATION of the FORCES for INTERNAL 
DEFENCE, communicated by Government to the Lord Lieutenant 
of the County, and by his Lordship to the Grand Jury at the Lent 
Assizes. 
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against any attempts, which may be made on the part of the 
Enemy ; It may be expedient to adopt some or all of the following 


Measures. 


1st. To augment the Militia by Volunteer Companies, as was 
practised in the last War or by an additional number of Volunteers to 


be added as Privates to each Company. 


2dly. To form Volunteer Companies in particular Towns ; especially 
in those situated on or near the Sea Coast, for the purpose of the local 
Defence of the particular Places, where they may be raised, according 
to the accompanying Plan, or such other as may, on application for 
that purpose, be approved of as best adapted to the Circumstances of 


any particular Town. 


3dly. To raise Volunteer Troops of Fencible Cavalry consisting of 
not less than fifty, nor more than eighty per Troop, who will be to 
serve only during the War, and within the Kingdom; the Officers will 
have temporary Rank only and will not be entitled to half Pay. The 
Arms Accoutrements and Cloathing, will be furnished by Government, 
but the Levy-money for the Men to be furnished by the Persons who 
undertake to raise such Troops, and the Horses to be found by them, 
but to be paid for at a reasonable price by Government. A Person 
raising two Troops to have the temporary Rank of Major ; Four Troops 
that of Lieutenant-Colonel, and six Troops that of Colonel.

4thly. To form other Bodies of Cavalry, within particular Counties 
or Districts, to consist of the Gentlemen and Yeomanry or such Persons 
as they shall bring forward, according to Plans to be approved of by 
the Lords Lieutenants, under Authority from His Majesty, and the 
Officers to receive temporary Commissions from the Lord Lieutenant, 
and the Muster Rolls also to be approved by them, at Periods to be 
fixed ; no Levy Money to be given and the Horses to be furnished by 
the Gentry or Yeomanry who compose the Corps: But the Arms and 
Accoutrements to be supplied at the Expence of the Public ; such Corps 
to be exercised only at such times, as shall be fixed with the approba- 
tion of the Lords Lieutenants, to be liable to be embodied or called 
out of their Counties by special directions from His Majesty in case of 
actual appearance of Invasion, and to be liable to be called upon, by 
Order from His Majesty or by the Lord Lieutenant or Sheriff of the 
County, to act within the County, or in the adjacent Counties for the 
suppression of Riots and Tumults. In either case while actually on 
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1794 Service, they shall receive Pay as Cavalry, and be liable to the 
Provisions of the Mutiny Bill. 


sthly. To enroll and appoint Places of Rendezvous for a sufficient 
number of Persons in different Parishes and Districts, particularly in 
Places near the Sea Coast to serve as Pioneers or to assist the Regular 
Force in any manner that may be necessary, on the shortest Notice in 
cases of Emergency. 


The above plan being Read : 
It was immediately, and unanimously, Resolved. 
1. To give at this Crisis the utmost Support to Government. 


2. That the Expence of giving such Support be defrayed by a 
Voluntary Subscription throughout the County. 


3. That for expediting as fast as possible the above Resolutions a 
Committee be appointed, consisting of the Lord Lieutenant, the High 
Sheriff for the time being, Gentlemen of the present Grand Jury, the 
Deputy Lieutenants and all Gentlemen in the Commission of the 
Peace, and Commissioners of the Land Tax, to confer with the 
Minister, through the Lord Lieutenant on the Measures principally 
wished for by Government, and if sanctioned by the Approbation of 
such Committee, to carry the same into effect; recommending, 
however, particularly to their Attention, the forming Bodies of Men for 
the Internal Defence of the Country, not liable to be drawn out, except 
in cases of actual Invasion or Commotion. 


4. That the Committee do meet at the St. Alban’s Tavern, on 
Thursday Sen’night the 27th, in the Forenoon; any Five to be a 
Quorum, and to adjourn as they think fit. 


5. That the Subscription be immediately opened, and that the Banks 
of Messrs. Hoare and Co., Fleet Street, London, and the Banks of 
Dorchester, Blandford, and Bridport be desired to receive the same. 


6. That the Subscriptions be paid by Instalments, at the Call and 
under the Directions of the Committee. 


7. That the Proceedings of the Committee be from Time to Time 
inserted in the Salisbury and Sherborne Papers. 


8. That the Resolutions entered into this Day be forthwith printed, 
published, and dispersed, and that a Copy be delivered by the Foreman 
of the Grand Jury to each of the Judges of Assize. 
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The Amount of Subscriptions then and there raised 1794 
resulted in the sum of £1,425 10s.

Among these proposals it was very pleasant to see the 
Proposals made last year by Lord Milton of the Yeomanry 


Corps was adopted as one.

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In his letter he observes :— 
March 18, 1794 


I meet with every encouragement in words from all ranks as to my 
Troop. How far they will come forward on Thursday at Dorchester, 
and on the Tuesday following at Blandford, remains to be seen. 
However, I have little doubt of success, tho’ a Farmer is as wary 
and as suspicious a creature to deal with as can be met with. Among 
them the idea of being compelled to leave the county sticks, and they 
think that if they allow that measure it will be abused. Among the 
Gentlemen the notion of some being officers and others privates is not 
relished. These are the two main rubs, and indeed the only objections 
that are raised, but I think a very little confidence in one case, and a 
very little good will in the other will set aside those difficulties, and I 
am in great expectation of exciting both.

At last, after much discussion and many meetings, the 
accompanying circular was distributed throughout the 
County :— 


DORSETSHIRE. 


LORD MILTON desires the favour of the Gentlemen, Yeomen 
and Farmers of the County of Dorset, to attend either at Dorchester 
on Saturday the 3d of May, at Winbourne on Friday the oth of May; 
or at Blandford or Wareham, on Saturday the roth of May, as may 
best suit their Convenience, for the purpose of Enrolling themselves 
in a Volunteer Corps of Licht Cava.try, to be formed for the 
internal Defence of the County. 


On the general day of Enrollment (May 3rd, 1794), the 
following Articles were agreed upon :—

In the County of Dorset. 


WeE do hereby Enroll ourselves to serve during the War in the 
VOLUNTEER CAVALRY of DorseET, under the following Conditions.

THAT WE are to have no pay unless called out and embodied. 


THAT WE are to find our own Horses and Cloathing, Government to 
provide Arms and Accoutrements and pay for one Serjeant per

THAT WE are liable to be embodied or called out of the County by special 
direction from His Majesty in Case of appearance of actual 
Invasion, or in Aid of any Corps which may be formed for the 
defence and security of any adjoining County, (viz. Hampshire, 
Wiltshire, Somersetshire, and Devonshire), when riots and 
tumults do exist in that County and during the continuance of 
the same: And to be liable to be called upon by order from 
His Majesty, or by the Lord Lieutenant, or by the Sheriff of 
the County, for the suppression of riots and tumults within the 
County: In either case when actually on service to receive 
pay as Cavalry and to be liable to the provisions of the Mutiny 


Bill.

THAT WE will attend at such times and places as shall be appointe 

ee by the Commanding Officer with the Approbation of the Lord 
Lieutenant, in order to be trained and exercised, not oftener 


than two days in the week, and not during the time of Harvest 
or Sheep Shearing. 


THAT WE will forfeit the sum of five pounds in case of non-attendance 


without sufficient Cause upon the days appointed for training 
and exercising. 


THAT WE will forfeit the sum of two pounds in case of Suiieseerie 
without sufficient Cause upon being called out to suppress ro 
and tumults, in this, or in the Adjoining Counties. 


THAT WE will forfeit the sum of fifty pounds in case of non-attendance 


without sufficient Cause upon being called out on the appearance 
of actual Invasion. 


THAT THE Cause of non-attendance in the above three Cases shall be 


decided to be sufficient or insufficient by a Majority of the 
Volunteers serving in person. 


THAT THE sums forfeited shall be paid into the hands of the peas harlot 
of the Corps for the use and benefit of the Corps as S 
afterwards be determined by the Majority. 


It was also understood, although no mention is made 
of it in the Articles of Enrollment, that no servants were 
to be admitted, and that the Corps should consist solely 
of Gentlemen, Yeomen, and respectable Tradesmen.

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Soon after this the Bridport Troop was raised, and the 
Officers were :— 


Captain Richard Travers, Up Loders.

The men who had then enrolled were divided amongst 
the different Captains as most suited the Farmer's con- 
venience, from situation or otherwise, to belong to the 
respective Troops. 


The Troops met for the first time on Thursday May 
8th, at Dorchester, to be exercised, and after that met at 
different places once a week as appointed by the 
Captains. 


More Yeomen entered every day. Lord Milton, the 
Colonel, was unremitting in his attention, and went 
regularly round to each Troop to examine them. This 
was continued, the numbers still increasing, till Wednes- 
day June 18th, when there was a Field Day of the whole 
on Pomeroy,* near Dorchester, after which the following 
orders were read by the Captains at the head of their 
Troops, and received with Three Cheers :—

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In compliance with the Articles of Inrollment on the approach of 1794 


Harvest and Sheep-Shearing, the Colonel thinks proper to discontinue 
the weekly Exercise of the Volunteer Corps of Dorset RANGERs for 
a time, when with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant and with- 
out Inconvenience respecting Harvest, it may be again resumed. In 
Justice to the Corps and to his own feelings he takes this opportunity 
of returning his most cordial and grateful thanks both to the Officers 
and Men for their chearful * and constant attendance at Exercise; the 
Consequence of which is an Improvement and an Advance in the 
Maneuvres * which does them the greatest Credit, and would render 
the Corps or any part of it if called upon, of real and essential 
Service. His Expectations from the zeal, goodwill, and intelligence 
of a Corps so constituted, were sanguine; it is with peculiar 
satisfaction he finds those expectations exceeded. 


The strictest attention is required to the keeping of the Arms 
(which will be delivered shortly) and Accoutrements in perfect order, 
clean and dry: the Holsters left in a Stable or any damp place would 


be irretrievably spoilt in a day or two. 


The Captains will please to order a division of their respective 
Troops into Squads: Each Squad to be appropriated to the Care of 
a Non-commissioned Officer, who will be particularly instructed to 
inspect the Arms and Accoutrements of each Man of his Squad in the 
course of the Week, and report their State every Sunday to his Captain 


or Commanding Officer of the Troop. 


Every Officer is required to have a roll of the Troop to which he 
belongs and every Non-Commissioned Officer a roll likewise of the 


Squad under his Care. 


The Colonel will think himself highly obliged to the Captains and 
in their Absence to the Commanding Officers of Troops, if they can 
continue during the Harvest to see their respective Troops in their 
Uniforms and Mounted, with their Arms and Accoutrements, once 


every ten days.

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The separate Troops continued to be exercised once a 
fortnight during Haymaking, and then ceased for Harvest 
entirely. 


On Wednesday, September 17th, the whole Corps was 
reviewed by His Majesty the King* under Maiden Castle, 
who returned them thanks, and expressed much pleasure 
at seeing them so alert and forward in their manceuvres. 


Besides the King, the Queen and the Princesses, the 
Duke of Gloucester and Prince Ernest were present. 


The King also attended two private exercises on 
Kingston Down, and the Prince of Wales had fixed on a 
day for attending one also on Muston Down, but was 
prevented by the death of the Queen’s sister. 


After this the Exercise was continued till the 22nd 
October, when the whole was discontinued for the 
Winter. 


The number of Volunteers at this time was about 250, 
a large number in so short a time, when it is considered 
that these men clothed and horsed themselves entirely 
at their own expense, without receiving one farthing 
from Government, except their sword, one pistol, and 
holsters.

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They also requested the Colonel, in the name of the 1794 
whole Corps, to refuse any money that was offered by the 
County, from the subscription, to assist them in their 
expenses. In this they acted in the most spirited and 
handsome manner, and it was the more to their credit, as 
it was done in no other County besides Dorsetshire. 


THE UNIFORM was a dark green jacket and waist- 
coat, yellow buttons with D.V.R. upon them, a black 
velvet stand up collar and cuffs, a round hat with a bear- 
skin and green feather, leather breeches and black top'd 
boots. Every man rode in his own saddle and bridle, as 
it was thought the horses would go more quietly in a 
bridle they were used to, than in heavy Regimental bits ; 
no unnecessary parade was taught them, but merely what 
would make them most serviceable. 


The horses were in general very good. During all this 
time there was one difficulty—viz., Capt. Weld and his 
son the Cornet were Roman Catholics, and the King 


could not sign their commissions. * 


The other officers thinking that it would be very 
distressing to them to have their Commissions signed

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1794 and those two Gentlemen’s omitted, desired not to have 
them till something could be determined on. 


They caused it to be signified to the King that, could 
the difficulty be removed by the Lord Lieutenant of the 
County signing the Commissions, they would relinquish 
the honour of having His Majesty's Sign Manual affixed 
to them. 


To this the King would not consent, as he had signed 
the commissions for the Yeomanry in all other Counties. 
After various letters had passed between Lord Milton and 
the Secretary of State on the Subject, we were all advised 
to wait in hopes that an Act of Parliament might pass to 
enable His Majesty to grant Commissioners to Roman 
Catholics to serve in these Corps.* This was readily 
acceded to. 


* The Barriers to granting Commissions to Roman Catholic Military and Naval

It is related that the Government, suspecting that French refugees were 
secreted in the cellars of Lulworth Castle, ordered Major James Frampton to 
assemble his Troop of Yeomanry and search the cellars. Having arrived in front 
of the Castle with his Troop, and on “ John,” the old family butler, appearing 
Major Frampton said: ‘‘ We've come to search the cellars John, what have you 
got inthere?” To this direct question John, with ready wit replied, ‘‘ Some very 
good beer, Gentlemen, Come in and try it" (the custom then prevailed in Dorset 
of laying down sundry hogsheads of strong beer on the birth of an heir, the same 
to be opened on his attaining his Majority). On his invitation the whole of the 
Troop dismounted, and most of them descended into the cellars, whence, after 
partaking, not too freely, of the Lulworth Ale, they returned to their horses 
and rode away. Major Frampton is reported to have written officially that 
“having visited the Cellars at Lulworth Castle he found no French Refugees 
there.” C. T. 
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In the spring of 1795 the Commissions were signed, 1795 


omitting those of Mr. Weld and his son who were 
obliged to retire from the impossibility of having persons 
of their persuasion in the Corps. They were much 
regretted by all of us, as they were very active and eager 
in their business. Some few of Mr. Weld’s Troop 
retired, but the greater part of the remainder joined my 


Troop. 


The exercise this year began early in May and 
continued regularly, except during Haymaking and 
Harvest, until the latter end of October. The Colonel 
exercised three Troops at a time as last year. The whole 
Corps was not reviewed this year, but the Colonel closed 
the campaign by giving a dinner to Three Troops at 
Dorchester, and Three at Blandford. 


In 1796 the Troops began to be exercised early in May 
and continued till Haymaking. After Harvest the Field 
days commenced again and were ended for the year by a 
Review of the whole under Maiden Castle on the oth 
November. On this day the Captains gave a dinner at 


Dorchester to the Corps. 


In the Autumn the Lord Lieutenant, with the advice 
of Government, thinking it right that precautions should 
be taken for driving the stock to some place of security 
in case of Invasion, divided that part of the County which 


1796 
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1796 is situated on the coast into six districts, giving the care 
of a district to each Captain of the Yeomanry; and the 
Farmers in each were desired to make a return of the 
number of cattle etc. and acres of corn which they 
had, together with the number of men necessary to 
remove them. Each man was to be furnished with a 
pick axe and spade, so that, when the Stock was 
carried off as far as was necessary they might be of 
service as pioneers. 


The districts were as follows :— 


CapTAIN CHURCHILL from the Eastern Boundary of 
the County to Lytchet Bay. 


CAPTAIN GROSVENOR from thence to St. Alban’s 


Head. 
Capt. Frampton from St. Alban’s Head to Chaldon. 


Capt. DAMER from Chaldon to Weymouth Turnpike. 
Capt. Browne from thence to Abbotsbury. 


Capt. Travers from Abbotsbury to Western Bound- 
ary of the County. 


The distance inland that each district extended was, on 
an average, six or eight miles. 
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In procuring the returns I rode to every individual 1796 
Farmer in my district, and explained the matter to him, 
and how great an advantage it was to give in the returns, 
as, in that case, I had Authority from Government to 
say, whatever was lost or destroyed in trying to remove 
it would be paid for, and that this would not be the case 
if no such precaution was taken. [I had the satisfaction 
of finding that out of so great a number there were only 
two or three who made the smallest difficulty ; on the 
contrary all seemed much pleased and thankful for the 
trouble taken.

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As soon as these returns were completed, but before 
they were perfected, copies of them were sent to Lord 
Rivers, the Lord Lieutenant, and to General Sir William 
Pitt, the Commander in Chief of this district ; and the 
latter, having forwarded them to His Royal Highness the 
Duke of York, received the following letter, which he 
forwarded to Lord Milton :— 


Horse Guards Oct. 5th 1796. 
SIR. 

I have Field Marshall the Duke of York’s commands to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th inst. transmitting one from 
Lord Milton, and His Royal Highness desires you will communicate 
to his Lordship his very particular thanks for the zeal and activity 
shewn by him and the Yeomanry Cavalry of the County of Dorset for 
the good of His Majesty’s service. 


As soon as the system for driving the stock from the Coast of 
Dorsetshire alluded to by Lord Milton is arranged in writing, His 
Royal Highness begs to have a Copy of it, in order that similar 
measures may be adopted in the other Districts.

The above letter was read to the men of the Respective 
Troops, and it was extremely gratifying to us all to know 
that we had executed the orders of Government with such 
credit to ourselves as to be held up as a pattern for other 
counties. 


Besides the above arrangements, others were made for 
communicating as -quickly as possible the orders for 
driving the stock in case it should ever become necessary,

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and places of Rendezvous were fixed on for the different 1796 
Troops on any alarm—-My Troop was to assemble at 
Bere. These precautions were taken in consequence of a 
conference between General Lascelles, Commanding at 
Weymouth, and Lord Milton and which was signified to 


me by the following letter :— 
Nov. 11, 1796. 


DEAR FRAMPTON, 

General Lascelles, upon receiving any intelligence of the Enemy’s 
intention of landing on this Coast, will immediately send a message 
to Came, which will be communicated to you by Capt. Damer, and 
which you will with all expedition convey to Capt. Grosvenor. I need 
not recommend to you the utmost activity in assembling your Troop, 
and in complying with any orders you may receive from the General. 
Your chief business will be to detach such persons, whose intelligence 
and activity you may depend upon, to the different Parishes to put the 
Farmers and their Servants in motion with their stock. The remainder 
of your Troop will keep together, and you will let me know the spot 
you think the most convenient for their assembling. You may depend 
upon my being with you the moment it is necessary. You will look 
upon this letter as merely precautionary, and you will not communicate 
the contents so as to create alarm further than is absolutely 


necessary. |

On the 7th March 1797 Lord Milton and most of the 1797 
Officers of the Corps were in London, when we received 
a letter from Lord Cathcart, Commanding at Dorchester, 
saying that Government had received intelligence that the 
French meditated sending a few ships on a predatory 
expedition to land a small body of men on the Coast of 


Dorsetshire..: 


1797 
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Upon receipt of this, we all immediately returned to 
Dorchester and waited on Lord Cathcart on March 13th, 
who ordered each Captain to assemble his Troop and give 
the necessary instructions in case of actual invasion. 


Each man was to bring a feed of corn or two for his 
horse, and provisions for himself, and to be prepared in 
every respect. Sufficient ball cartridges were delivered 
to each of the Captains for the use of their Troops in case 
of necessity. Those Volunteers who lived near the Coast 
were ordered, on an Enemy’s ship appearing, or on 
hearing any extraordinary noise in the night, to ride 
immediately to their respective Captains. The Lieutenants 
at the Signal Houses moreover were to communicate with 
the nearest Officer etc., so intelligence would have been 
sent all over the Country in a very short time. However, 
no enemy ever appeared, probably from an attempt of the 
same kind in Wales having completely failed and all the 
men made prisoners. * 


The cause of all these preparations was kept a profound 
secret, lest it should occasion unnecessary alarm.

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The Sheriff also, with the advice of the Magistrates 1797 
and Deputy Lieutenants, made an arrangement for 
assembling the ‘‘ Posse Comitatus”’* in case he should 
ever be obliged to call out that force. This was very well 
managed, being done by the Civil Power, and was so 
contrived that by appointing Commanders the men would 
have been of great use, instead of being a mob and in the 
way. Those that had Arms were ordered to bring them, 
and many thousand Pikes were ordered to be delivered to 
those who had no better weapons. The total amount of 
persons returned to the Sheriff as liable to serve in the 
“Posse Comitatus”’ was 20,857. Returns were also 
procured of the waggons, carts, and cart-horses, and 
Drivers and Conductors were appointed. 


* “ He the Sheriff is also to defend his County against any of the King’s enemies 
when they come into the land: and for this purpose, as well as for keeping the 
peace and pursuing felons, he may command all the people of his County to attend 
him; which is called the Posse comitatus, ‘or power of the County, and this 
Summons every person above fifteen years old, and under the degree of a peer, is 
bound to attend upon warning, under pain of fine and imprisonment.”

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The relation of this, however, is foreign to my purpose, 
and the whole arrangement, with the Sheriff's precepts, etc., 
are to be found in a pamphlet written by William Morton 
Pitt Esqr., Member for the County of Dorset, ‘called 
‘Thoughts on the Defence of these Kingdoms.” 


Lord Cathcart, being very active and wishing to be 
perfectly acquainted with the whole coast, rode the whole 
length of it from Poole to Lyme. I attended him through 
all Purbeck and as far as Osmington. 


The batteries were so much out of repair as to be 
totally useless, and some parts of the Coast were very 
vulnerable by small bodies. 


Our exercises continued regularly and were very well 
attended till Haymaking. Many new Volunteers joined, 
so that our returns amounted to about three hundred and 
twenty. 


About the middle of the summer was added a new 
Troop raised by Capt. Meggs in the Vale of Blackmoor. 


The season was so rainy that the Troops did not 
commence their Autumn exercise till later than usual, 
owing to the Harvest not being got in. This prevented 
the King from reviewing us this year, as he had graciously 
expressed a wish of doing.

‘On Admiral Duncan's Victory over the Dutch Fleet on 1797 


11th October,* a subscription was-opened for the relief of 
the wounded, and of the widows and orphans of those 
who fell in the engagement. The Yeomen of their own 
accord, without a word being said to them by their 
Officers, came forward in a most handsome manner, and 
desired to subscribe one hundred guineas which was 


immediately paid. 


Soon after this the exercise ceased for the winter. The 
returns at this time amounted to about 380 men (officers 


included). 


I was this year appointed Adjutant to the Corps, as 
Lord Milton was much troubled with the gout, and 
wanted some one who was constantly on the spot to 
exercise the men when he was prevented attending. 


About the middle of February 1798, I was sitting alone, 
having just dined, when one of my Troop (by name John 
Talbot, of Whitcliff, near Swanage) came express to me 
from the Lieutenant at the Signal House on Ballard 
Down with a letter saying :—‘‘ That a Signal had just 
been flying that a fleet of Enemy's transports were in 
sight off the Start Point,” and that he had come as soon

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1798 as he could to inform me of it, according to the orders | 


had given him when I went round the Coast with Lord 
Cathcart. 


As this signal came from the West, I thought I should 
have had some orders either from Weymouth or Dorchester 
had it been certain, so [ sent off to Dorchester for further 
information. 


I ordered some of the Yeomen in my Troop, who were 
to give notice to others, to keep themselves and horses in 
readiness till a given time, after which if they heard 
nothing from me they might unsaddle their horses and 
conclude it wasa false alarm, as indeed it proved. On the 
signal being first made, expresses were sent to the different 
Barracks to have the Troops in readiness, and to the 
Prince of Wales, who was then at Critchell. He ordered 
Capt. Churchill’s and Capt. Grosvenor’s Troops out, and 
they assembled with great alacrity. I was particularly 
pleased with the alertness of those of my Troop whom I 
ordered to be prepared, although I saved my Troop from 
having the unnecessary trouble of coming to Bere, the 
place of rendezvous, in a very rainy tempestuous winter's 
night. 


In March the men of my Troop expressed a wish to 
subscribe to the Voluntary Contributions in aid of Govern- 
ment for the support of the war. This I allowed them to 
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do, and their example was followed by all the other 1798 


Troops—the total subscription amounting to near 


twelve hundred pounds. 


The Idea of Invasion increasing every day, Government 
brought a Bill into Parliament for making arrangements 
in all counties on the coast similar to what we have done 
with respect to the ‘‘ Posse Comitatus,” and the County 
- of Dorset was much praised for it’s exertions. What we 
had done by the authority of the High Sheriff was very 
properly, by this Act, put under the Lord Lieutenant, he 
being the Chief Military Magistrate in the County, whereas 
the Sheriff is the Chief in the Civil Capacity. 


In consequence of this Act, new Corps of Infantry 
(amounting to near 12,000 men) Pioneers, etc., etc., were 
raised in the parishes, and many offers were refused, the 


Generals thinking this force sufficient. 


The Yeomen were all eager to enter into our Corps, 
the numbers of each Troop were considerably augmented, 
and three new Troops were raised by Capt. Tregonwell 
near Cranborne, Capt. Clavell in the Isle of Purbeck, 
and Capt. Bower near Shaftesbury and the Vale of 


Blackmore. 


The men also kept up most handsomely to their original 
determination of putting the County to no expense ; for, 
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1798 on being offered an allowance of £3 per man per annum 
for three years from Government, to enable them to buy 
new clothes or accoutrements for themselves (which 
allowance had been found necessary in most other Corps 
of the same nature), they unanimously refused it, and also 
requested that it might be made known to Government 
that they begged leave to decline receiving any pay in 
case they should ever be called out. 


At the conclusion of our Exercise this year our numbers, 
before Haymaking, amounted to above six hundred. 


During this summer Lord Dorchester (Lord Milton 
having succeeded to that Title on the death of his Father) 
was appointed Colonel of the Dorset Militia. The offer 
of that Regiment to serve in Ireland, during the Rebel- 
lion, being accepted, it was necessary to have some person 
to command the Yeomanry during his absence. Churchill 
was our first Captain, but being obliged to be absent very 
frequently on his attendance on the Prince of Wales, he 
declined accepting the Lieutenant-Colonelcy. Captain 
Damer was accordingly appointed to that rank, and | 
was made Major. | | 


The Dorset Regiment of Militia, having been obliged 
to return to Lymington owing to the badness of the 
weather and adverse winds, received an order to dis- 
embark, as affairs in Ireland seemed to wear a brighter 
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aspect. However, on some French frigates appearing off 1798 
the Irish coast and landing some men in Killala Bay,* 

they were again ordered to embark, which they accordingly 

did about the 1st of September. 


After the Harvest our Exercises recommenced, and on 
the 17th September seven of our Troops and part of an 
eighth were reviewed in Fordington Field by the King. 
The Troops that were reviewed were, Lieut.-Col. Damer’s, 
Major Frampton’s, Captains Grosvenor, Browne, Travers, 
Meggs, Bower, and part of Captain Churchill's. The 
remaining part of Capt. Churchill's, Capt. Tregonwell’s, 
and Capt. Clavell’s, had been so newly raised that it was 
thought not fair to bring them to act with others that had 
been out so frequently. It was very flattering to us to find 
that we gave great satisfaction to the King t and all the

The story goes that the above band was that of the D.V.R. Cy Tr. 
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Generals present. His Majesty was pleased to ride up to 
Lt.-Col. Damer (Lord Dorchester being with the Militia 
in Ireland) and express himself :— 


‘* Highly pleased and gratified with the whole appear- 
ance and performance, and the very great attention shewn 
by the men. He was surprised at their having such 
perfect management of horses so little trained, and that 
his pleasure was greatly increased when he considered 
the Respectability of the Corps.”’ 


[In the winter 1798-99, Major Frampton compiled and 
published a book of ‘Instructions for the Corps of 
Dorset Yeomanry, or Volunteer Dorset Rangers,” and 
from a Muster roll published at the end of the Book 
the strength of the Regiment was returned as consist- 
ing of 28 Officers, and 577 Non-Commissioned Officers 
and Men—a total of 605 of all ranks.*] 


The exercises commenced this year the latter end of 
April, and continued weekly without interruption till 19th 
June, on which day the whole Corps had a Field Day on 
Blandford Race Down. On 24th October, the whole 
Corps again met and had a Field Day in Fordington 
Field, preparatory to their being reviewed there the next 
day by Lord Dorchester (the Colonel) on his return with 
the Dorset Militia from Ireland.

ance and the improvement they had made in every respect, 
but particularly in the rapidity of their movements. 
After the Review the Corps was drawn up on the Sher- 
borne road as a compliment to receive the Militia on their 
return into the County. 


The Volunteers having expressed a wish to meet for 
exercise in large bodies, and for a few days successively, 
instead of one day in each week through the Spring and 
Autumn, when only two or three troops could assemble 
together, the following days were fixed on. For the 
Eastern Troops, viz.: Capt. Churchill’s, Capt. Gros- 
venor's, Capt. Tregonwell’s, and Capt. Bower’s, the roth, 
20th, and 21st May, on Blandford Race Down. For the 
Western Troops, viz.: Lieut.-Col. Damer’s, Major 
Frampton’s, Capt. Browne's, Capt. Travers’, Capt. Meggs’, 
and Capt. Clavell’s, the 26th, 27th, and 28th May, in 
Fordington Field ; and for the whole Corps, the 3rd and 
4th June, on Blandford Race Down. During the summer 
Capt. Churchill retired, and Capt. Bankes of King- 
ston Hall was promoted in his room. 


On the 15th and 16th September, the whole Regiment 
met in Fordington Field, and had the honour of being 
reviewed by the King on the 16th.

His Majesty was pleased to express the extreme satisfac- 
tion he felt at their appearance and performance, and to 
return them his thanks for their alacrity and attention. 


The Spring exercises this year were commenced in the 
same time and in the same manner as last year. The 
whole Regiment went through their manoeuvres on the 
4th June, much to the satisfaction of every person 
present, although they were evidently under a disadvan- 
tage owing to the absence of Lt.-Col. Damer who was 
extremely ill; and as Lord Dorchester from Gout was 
unable to exercise them, although he was present in a 
carriage, the command devolved upon me. 


In the course of this Summer, fears of Invasion became 
more prevalent from the enemy having collected great 
bodies of Troops all along the Coast of France from 
Dunkirk to Brest, and more regulations were accordingly 
made for the defence of the Maritime Counties. In 
Dorsetshire the Yeomanry Cavalry were in the first 
instance to remove the Stock from the Coast to the 
distance of about 8 or 10 miles inland, and afterwards to 
assemble in places of Rendezvous to act against the enemy 
if occasion should require. As, since the former arrange- 
ments for moving the Stock were drawn up, the Regiment 
had increased in the number of its Troops, the districts 
allotted to each Troop were altered, and the County was 
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divided into nine, instead of six, districts. Each of these 1801 
districts was put under the command of one of the 
Captains, who was to undertake with his Troop to see 

that the Stock of that District was removed as soon as 
possible by the Routes and the Depdts appointed for 
.them in case he should receive an order from the cae 

for that purpose. 


The County was divided into these districts in the 
following manner, beginning at the East :— * 


1st Division (Capt. Tregonwell’s) is formed from the 
Eastern Boundary of the County at a place called Bourne 
Chine along the N. shore to Poole, and extends North- 
wards from Poole along the Turnpike Road to 
Wimborne, from thence Eastward along the Ringwood 
Road to the roth mile stone, and by a River called the 
Allen to a place called Sibbols, and from Sibbols in a 
direct line to Riddle’s Ford, and from thence in a direct 
line to the 5th mile stone on the Christchurch Road ; and 
from thence to Bourne Chine. 


2nd Dtviston (Capt. Bankes’) is formed from Poole 
along the N. side of the Poole to Wareham ; from thence 
Northwards, keeping the road over the heath to Sherford 
Bridge and from Sherford Bridge over the heath to

grad Division (Capt. Clavell’s) is formed by the Sea 
from Studland Bay to Worthbarrow Bay ; thence North- 
wards to Wool Bridge, and from Wool Bridge Eastwards- 
by the Turnpike Road to Wareham, and along the Poole 
River Eastwards to Studland Bay. 


gth Diviston (Capt. Grosvenor’s) is formed by the 
Turnpike Road from Wareham to Dorchester, extending 
Northwards along the Road leading from Wool Bridge 
to Bere Regis and Winterborne Kingston ; from thence 
Eastwards to the Worlds End, and along the Turnpike 
Road near to Sturminster Marshall; from thence South- 
wards along the road to Lytchett Matravers and from 
Lytchett Matravers across the heath to Sherford Bridge, 
and from thence along the Road to Wareham. 


5th Division (Major Frampton’s) is formed by the Sea 
from Worthbarrow Bay to Ringstead Bay, and extends 
Northwards from Ringstead Bay to Poxwell, Warmwell, 
and to Dick of the Banks, and from thence to Woodsford 
crossing the River to Pallington, and from Pallington . 
to Tolpiddle, and to the 7th mile stone on the Great 
Western Road ; then Eastwards by the same road to 
Milborne St. Andrew, and from thence across the Downs 
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to Winterborne Kingston, and from Winterborne 1801 
Kingston Southwards to Bere Regis, Wool Bridge, 
East Lulworth, and Worthbarrow Bay. 


6th Division (Lt.-Col. Damer’s) is formed by the Sea 
from Ringstead Bay to the West end of the Fleet River, 
extending Northwards along the road to Abbotsbury, and 
from thence to Winterborne Abbas, and from Winterborne 
Abbas to Frampton. From thence Eastward along the 
Turnpike Road to Dorchester and Piddletown to the 
Dewlish Turnpike Gate, and from thence Southwards to 
Tolpiddle, Pallington, and, crossing the River, to 
Woodsford, Dick of the Banks, Warmwell, Poxwell, and 
Ringstead Bay. 


7th Division (Capt. Browne's) is formed by the Sea 
from the West end of the Fleet River to the Bredy River, 
and extends in a line Northwards along the Bredy River 
to Burton Bradstock, Shipton George, and to the Great 
Western Turnpike Road near the 11th Mile Stone, and 
from thence along the said road Eastwards to Winter- 
borne Abbas, and from thence Southwards to Abbotsbury 
and the West end of the Fleet River. 


Sth Division (Capt. Meggs’) is formed by the Great 
Western Turnpike Road from Winterborne Abbas along 
the same road near the 11th Mile Stone, and extends 
Northwards to North Matravers, and over Eggardon Hill 
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1801 to Poorstock, North Poorton, Burcomb and Mapperton, 
to near the 15th Mile Stone on the Beaminster Turnpike ; 
thence Eastwards along the Turnpike to Hook, Cattistock 
and Frampton, and from Frampton Southwards to 
Winterborne Abbas. 


gth Diviston (Capt. Travers’) is formed by the Sea 
from the River Bredy to Lyme, and extends in a line from 
the N.W. Boundary of the County to Hawkchurch 
Common, Sadborow and Cusy, and from thence along 
the Turnpike Road to Broad Windsor and Beaminster, 
and about the 15th Mile Stone, Southwards to Mapperton, 
Bincombe, North Poorton, Poorstock, keeping the road 
over Eggardon Hill to North Matravers, and crossing the 
Great Western Turnpike near the 11th Mile Stone at the 
road which leads to Shipton George, and from Shipton 
George to Burton Bradstock, and from thence along the 
River Bredy to the Sea. 


Returns of the Stock in these Divisions were also made 
by the Constables in each Parish ;* and the Officers Com- 
manding the different Districts fixed on the routes by 
which the Stock of the several Parishes was to be 
marched, and the Depsts at which they were to halt. 


The following General orders were published :—

1. EVERY owner of Stock must begin to drive his Live Stock from 
off his Farm, as soon as possible after he receives an order for that 
purpose. 

2. THE Live Stock is to be driven over the Commons or Fields 
wherever it is practicable, and is to avoid as much as possible the 
Great Roads which are to be left open for Waggons to be brought 
from the Interior to carry off the Dead Stock, and Persons who cannot 
remove themselves; and also for the passage of Troops, Artillery, &c., 


3. IF the Live Stock of one Parish should overtake the Stock of 
another Parish at any Bridge or Ford, it should Halt before the two 
Droves are intermixed, and not continue its March until the first 
Drove has got quite clear of the pass. 

4. THE Stock of each Farm must keep precisely to the Route here 
directed for it, and on 20 account vary from it in the smallest degree. 


5. THE Stock must continue its March without stopping until it 
arrives at the Place of Halting, named in the Route. 


N.B.—Any inattention to the above Regulations would Occasion 
the greatest confusion and delay, by the Stock of different Places 
crossing or overtaking each other, both of which are particularly to 
be avoided. 

NO indemnity will be qranted uniter the Act of Parliament for any Stock 
that may be destroyed, if tt is driven or aitemptet to be driven by a different 
Route from that which is here latd down.

Winchester, 19 May, 1801. 


‘‘From the present situation of our Enemies and Europe:in general 
at this moment, it is more probable than ever that France will make 
the greatest efforts to accomplish her grand design of the Invasion of 
this Country. . . . “ & 


Circumstanced as we are, with our Honor and existence: at stake 
against the mere person of an insolent and unrelenting enemy whom 
we and our Ancestors have so often encountered, and who, ‘spurning 
at those generous modes of warfare so long established between 
civilized and rival countries, openly declares his aim to be: our utter 
destruction as a Nation—against such an Enemy we must employ his 
own weapons, for a time be as ferocious as himself, raise the 
indignation of his Country to the highest pitch, and hurl back upon 
him that terror which he has so successfully struck in others who had 
the. same liberty, renown, and constitution to contend for. ° 


In this manner will Buonaparte be successfully opposed ; and if we 
profit by the many and singular advantages we possess, and exert 
that Spirit and vigour which becomes a great and free people 
fighting for their Laws, their Religion, and everything that can be 
dear to them, against an implacable enemy, there can be no doubt of 
an honourable and glorious termination of the contest.

INTELLIGENCE having been received that the Naval and Military 
Preparations which have been for some time past carried on in the 
ports and on the coasts of France and Holland, have of late been 
pursued to a greater extent, and with increased activity ; and these 
preparations being apparently directed to the object of making an 
attack on some part of the United Kingdom, His Majesty considers it 
as of the utmost importance, that the most effectual steps should be 
taken, without loss of time, for employing, to the best advantage, 
that part of His Military Force, which the voluntary zeal and spirit of 
His subjects have placed in His hands for the public security. I am 
accordingly commanded by His Majesty to request that your Lordship 
will signify to the Commanders of the several Corps of Volunteer 
Cavalry and Infantry within the County of Dorset, His Majesty’s 
earnest wish, that all corps of this description may be kept in a state 
of the utmost readiness for such immediate service as may be 
conformable to their respective engagements, and as the exigency of 
affairs may require. For this purpose I am directed particularly to 
recommend, that under the present circumstances, the respective 
Corps of Volunteer Cavalry and Infantry should assemble for the 
purpose of performing their Military Exercise as frequently as their 
necessary avocations will permit. His Majesty places the utmost 
reliance on that zeal and fortitude which has been displayed by all 
classes of His subjects throughout the whole of the present contest, 
and which He is convinced will ensure the most vigorous exertions 
for maintaining, against every hostile attack, the Honor, the Security, 
and the Independence of the United Kingdom.

I think it is my duty at the present crisis to call your attention to 
the propriety and urgent necessity of a particular regard being had to 
the state of the Corps under your command, in order that they may 
be ready on the shortest notice to execute any service which may be 
required of them in conformity to the nature and extent to which they 
have volunteered to serve, so that, in case of necessity, I may have it 
in my power to avail myself of their services. Feeling as I do the 
most perfect confidence in your zeal, perseverance, and courage, I 
have no doubt of your using every possible exertion in defence of 
your King and Country.

‘The above was sent by Lord Dorchester to each of the 
Officers Commanding Troops of Yeomanry enclosed in 
the following note : 


Milton Abbey, July 28, 1801.

In consequence of the enclosed which I received yesterday, I have 
to desire that you will order the Troop under your Command to hold 
themselves in readiness for actual service on the shortest notice. 
You will send the Non-Commissioned Officers to their different squads 
with orders to report to you the state of the Horses, Arms, and 
Accoutrements belonging to the men.

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In consequence of the above, orders were issued to the 
different Troops by their respective Captains to the effect 
directed by Lord Dorchester, and Nosebags, Bread bags 
and Canteens were supplied, so that the men might 
be fully provided for a campaign in case their services 
should be required. 


On the 16th and 17th September the whole Regiment 
assembled for exercise in Fordington Field, and on the 
17th was reviewed by the King.’ The Queen, the 
Princesses, Prince Adolphus, and the Generals, etc., etc., 
were present. As Lord Dorchester and Lt.-Colonel 
Damer were both too unwell to attend, the command 
devolved upon me. The Review went off much to the 
satisfaction of all present, and, after it was over, the 
King rode up to me and commanded me to say to the 
men :— 


‘‘That he was highly pleased with the manner in 
which the manceuvres were performed, and particularly 
with their silence and attention; and that he thought a 
Corps so creditable and respectable, and which was 
composed of Individuals who had so great a stake in the 
Country, was of the greatest service possible, both against 
external as well as internal enemies.”’ 


The probability of Invasion increasing every day, fresh 
orders were sent from The Secretary of State’s Office for 
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securing the stock and preventing it from falling into 1801 


the hands of the Enemy, and also for making every 
Individual of use in some way or other, either as drivers 
of stock, pioneers, etc., etc., in case such an attempt was 
made. 


The General at one time expressed a wish to have the 
Yeomanry relieved from the duty of removing the stock, 
in order that they might be employed immediately in 
Opposing the enemy on landing ; but, on reconsidering 
the matter, he thought it too late in the season to make 
new arrangements, fearing the enemy might come before 
any fresh measures could be finally settled. 


Just at this moment came the unexpected news that 
Preliminaries of Peace were signed between England and 
France. This put an end to all these Plans of Defence, 
and diffused the greatest joy through all ranks of the 
People. 


Soon after the signature of the Definitive Treaty of 
Peace* at the latter end of March, 1802, the Thanks of 
both Houses of Parliament were voted to the Yeomanry 
and Volunteer Corps, (a clear proof of the opinion 
entertained of them, and the highest mark of approbation 
their Country could bestow on them).

An Act of Parliament was also passed to enable the 


King to avail himself of the Offers of certain Yeomanry 
and Volunteer Corps to continue to serve. 


The following circular letter from Lord Hobart, 


Secretary of State, to the Lord Lieutenant, was 
received : 
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April 19, 1802. 


‘In consequence of the conclusion of the Definitive Treaty of 
Peace 


With regard to the Yeomanry and Volunteer Cavalry, there are 
circumstances connected with that part of the Volunteer Institution, 
which have suggested the propriety of the continuance of a 
proportion, if not the whole, of it during the Peace ; but I have it in 
Command from His Majesty distinctly to explain, that he entertains 
no wish to avail Himself of the present services of any persons who, 
under the change of circumstances, may be desirous of withdrawing 
them ; nor could the dissolution of any Corps be looked upon as 
indicating an abatement of zeal on the part of the individuals who 
may consider the objects now to be inadequate to the sacrefices to 
which they have hitherto cheerfully consented.” 


HOBART. 


On receipt of this letter the Officers held a meeting, 
and came unanimously to the following resolution, 
VIZ, :— 


‘That the situation and circumstances of the Country 
do not call upon us to offer any continuance of our 
Services for the present, but that we anxiously desire to 
express most unequivocally our fixed intention to renew 
them whenever the Defence of our Country against a 
Foreign enemy or any serious internal commotion and 
disorder shall make them necessary.”’ 


At this Meeting of the Officers two days were fixed on, 
one for the Eastern and one for the Western Troops to 
meet to have the proposal of the Secretary of State 


1802 
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1802 announced to them. Owing to the illness of Lord 
Dorchester and Lt.-Col. Damer, it became my duty to. 
submit the proposal to the Troops. 


On the days appointed I read to the Corps the thanks 
of the King and of both the Houses of Parliament, and 
of His Royal Highness the Duke of York, Commander- 
in-Chief, for their Services, and I then told them that I 
was directed by the Secretary of State to propose to them 
to continue those Services, and that, in consequence of the 
Secretary of State’s letter, the Officers had met to take 
the matter into consideration, and that they thought it 
their duty to state what their opinion was on the subject. 
I also told them that the Officers had desired me particu- 
larly to express that they did not wish to influence the 
minds of the Corps, but on the contrary that they. had 
resolved, in case the Corps thought differently from them, 
to continue to serve in the same situation in which they 
were at present provided the Corps remained integral and 
entire. 


I also explained that, as the old agreement under which 
we had served had come to an end in consequence of the 
Peace, if they continued to serve, a new agreement must 
be entered into. On this, I read the resolution of the 
Officers and put it to the Vote. The resolution was 
unanimously agreed to by the men. 
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I then thanked them in the name of Lord Dorchester 1802 
and Lt.-Col. Damer, and in my own for their pleasant 
attention and obedience to all our orders ; and, after some 
compliments which they well deserved for their conduct 
during the War, I dismissed them. 


It is with the greatest satisfaction that I add that the 
utmost harmony prevailed between the Officers and men, 
without the smallest interruption, during the eight years 
the Regiment served. This was a clear proof that each 
man was animated with the truest zeal for the service in 
which he was engaged, and with a constant desire to 
maintain to the utmost of his power the Honour, the 
Laws, and the Religion of his King and Country. 


Thus ended the Dorset Corps of Volunteer Rangers, 
and I cannot help feeling convinced that they acted as 
prudently and constitutionally in retiring from the Service 
at the end of the War, as they did wisely and spiritedly 
in entering into it at its commencement. 


I can give, I think, the most substantial reasons why it 
is most for the benefit of the Country that Corps of this 
description should not exist in times of Peace. 


In the first place, they were looked upon with a jealous 
eye by the poorer classes of the People, who fancied that, 
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1802 because the Farmers were armed, they could keep up the 
price of provisions, and that they had, by that means, 
done so during the late War, when every article of corn 
and meat was scarce and dear; but by these men now 
disbanding themselves, although requested to continue 
their services, they proved that they had no such inten- 
tion. | 


Secondly, it removed the idea which, on the first raising 
of the Corps, had operated so strongly on the minds of 
many Farmers and others, that a person once engaged in 
any military Corps was obliged to continue so for life. 
‘‘Once a Soldier always a Soldier,” was the proverb in 
the mouths of many persons when they wished to shew 
their disinclination to enter into the Corps. 


A third reason for not continuing the Service of the 
Corps was that, though we invariably found the greatest 
alacrity and readiness in the Volunteers whenever any 
orders were issued that made them think it probable they 
might be called out into actual service, yet we had always 
perceived that the attendance at exercise was less regular 
when the idea of disturbance at home or of Invasion from 
abroad was more remote. This was, however, reasonably 
to be expected, as a man would naturally be more inclined 
to follow his common avocations, and grow more slack 
with respect to his Military duties, when there was little 
probability of his services being required, than when he 
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expected to be called on for them at a moment's warning. 1802 
How much more then would this have been the case had 

they been called on to attend regularly at exercise during 
atime of Peace in a quiet County where the People were 
remarkably orderly and well disposed, and where there 
could hardly have existed the most distant chance that 

their assistance as a military body could be required. 


That Rule, which never should be forgotten by any 
Englishman, that no Military Force should ever be called 
upon to act in Case of Riots, etc., until the Civil power 
finds itself not sufficient for the purpose of repelling 
them, forms another very strong argument against the 
Corps of Yeomanry continuing their Services ; for, as 
this Corps was composed of Magistrates, Constables, 
Tything men and other Peace Officers of all descriptions, 
they had in fact much more power in their Civil than in 
their Military capacities, as they must put themselves 
under the orders of some Civil Magistrate before they 
could act as Soldiers at all. 


Lastly, I cannot but feel satisfied, not only that every 
individual who belonged to the Dorset Yeomanry would 
come and join his companions again and form a new 
Corps in the event of another war, but that many who 
before refused to join from various motives would no 
longer have any fears that Service in the Regiment 
entailed any duties other than what every spirited man 
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1802 and well wisher of his Country would be proud to perform 
to the utmost of his power. 


Also I felt that every Individual of the Corps of 
Yeomen of this County would be ready to come forward 
at the first call, and that the Corps would be revived with 
greater numbers, and, if possible, with greater alacrity 
than ever.

The Portraits were offered by the 3rd Earl of Portar- 
lington as a gift to the Dorchester Town Hall, but the 
offer was refused. 


Although no mention is made of it in the above written 
memoir of Colonel Frampton, or in any of the existing 
order books or correspondence of the time, yet an 
examination of the pictures in Came House leads to the

supposition that the uniform of the Regiment was 
changed in the year 1798 or 1799. The plates of Lord 
Milton and Major Frampton show the difference in the 
character of the uniform. 


The Girdle was of crimson silk.

On March 8th, 4803, a message was sent by the 1803 
King to both Houses of Parliament stating that great 
Armaments were being prepared in the ports of France 
and Holland. This news came to Dorchester the day 
before the Lent Assizes, and, most of the Officers who 
had formerly been in the Corps of Dorset Yeomanry 
happening to be present on that occasion, they consulted 
together and unanimously agreed to make an offer of 
their Services again in the same way, should the negotia- 
tions then pending between this Country and France end 


in War. 


Mr. Damer having made this known to Lord Dor- 
chester, who was then in London, further consultations 
took place on the subject, and it was determined that no 
regular offer should be made at that time, but that we 
Should be in readiness to make the offer to Government 
immediately on the negotiations coming to an end. In 
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1803 the meantime Lord Dorchester requested such of us as 
were then in the County to find out the disposition of the 
Yeomen, and whether it was probable, in the event of 
War, that those who formerly belonged to the Corps 
would again come forward, as in truth they had engaged 
todo. On making this enquiry, although many in each 
Troop expressed their readiness to serve again, we found 
that some would give no answer, some refused, and on 
the whole that the County by no means shewed as much 
alacrity as I had expected. The Peace had been so short 
that it was no wonder at first that many should dislike so 
soon again to go through all the inconveniences they had 
encountered last War. 


However, on War being declared on May 12th, 1803, 
and the determined inveteracy of the first Consul of 
France! to this Country being known, and his intention of 
invading us being understood, the spirit of the County 
was again roused. lll the difficulties with which we had 
at first to contend were removed, and in the course of a 
very few weeks, by the exertions of the Officers, the 
Corps consisted of seven Troops amounting in all to 
upwards of Five Hundred men. 


Some trifling alterations were made in the Articles of

VIII. THAT we will forfeit the sum of FIFTY POUNDS, in case 
of Non-attendance without sufficient cause, upon being called out in 
case of Actual Invasion or appearance of Invasion. 


IX. THAT the cause of non-attendance in the above Three Cases 
shall be decided to be sufficient or insufficient by a Majority of the 
Volunteers Serving in Person in the Troop to which the personn to 
attending shall belong. | 


X. THAT the Sums forfeited shall be paid into the hands of the 
Treasurer of each Troop for the use and benefit of the Troop, to be 
applied as shall afterwards be determined by the Majority of the said 
Troop. 


XI. THAT no Person shall be capable of becoming a member of 
this Corps who is not known to be in the Constant habit of keeping 
an Horse. 


XII. THE Colonel must of course recommend the Officers of each 
Troop to the Lord Lieutenant for their Commissions from the King, 
but the Colonel engages not to recommend any Individual without the 
approbation of the Majority of the Troop to which such Individual 
may be destined having been first obtained. 


Some private arrangements were also adopted for the 
interior management of each Troop, and no horse was 
admitted under Fourteen and a half hands high. 


Lhe Uniform was changed from Green to Blue faced 
with red, as the Green had worn very ill. 


The Volunteers consented (on our representing the 
convenience of it to some individuals) to receive the 


allowance granted by Government for the Accoutrements, 
etc. 
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An Adjutant (Mr. James Elias Burt) was appointed 1803 
(Aug. 20.) Each Troop had a Trumpeter and a Farrier 
attached to it, and the whole was put on a more regular 
establishment than during the last War.

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In August the thanks of both Houses of Parliament 
were conveyed to the Yeomanry and Volunteer Corps, 
and were forwarded to the Lords Lieutenants of the 
Counties by Mr. Speaker Abbot with the accompanying 
letter :—

In communicating this Resolution and Order, I have the greatest

The Exercises commenced the beginning of August, 
and each Troop continued to exercise as often as con- 
venient on it’s own ground till the latter end of October 
When the whole Corps met in Fordington Field for 
exercise together. 


On one of these days Colonel Taylor, who commanded 
the 20th Light Dragoons at Dorchester, was so pleased 
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1803 with our appearance and the manner of performing our 
manceuvres, that he very civilly offered to let the 
Regiment act in Brigade with the 2oth. This took place 
on the 26th October, when the Corps went through their 
manoeuvres much to the satisfaction of Colonel Taylor, 
who expressed his surprise at the rapidity and correctness 
with which they were performed, particularly as the 
Regiment had never acted in Brigade before ; and indeed, 
as it was only the fourth time that more than half the 
Regiment had ever acted with more than a single Troop, 
the performance was all the more creditable. Not half 
the men had served with us last war. 


As the avowed intention of the Enemy was to invade 
this Country, all the preparations for removing the Stock, 
etc., etc., were made even with greater nicety than on the 
former occasions, but they were put under such Deputy 
Lieutenants and other Gentlemen as were not engaged in 
any other Military duty. This was a great relief to the 


Officers of the Yeomanry, as it took a great deal of labour 
off their hands. 


The appearance of Invasion increased as the Autumn 
came on, and Beacons were erected on Badbury Rings, 
Woodberry Hill, Piddletown Heath, Blackden Hill, and 
others further Eastwards and Westwards, to communicate 
from Winchester through the whole district ; also on 
Bulbarrow, Chiselbourne Common, and Melbury Hill

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near Shaftesbury, to communicate to the Vale of Black- 1803 


more and Inland.* 


[On the 14th October, 1803, Lord Dorchester wrote a 
letter to Major Frampton, of which the following ts an 
extract :—] 


Milton Abbey, 
Friday, Oct. 14th, 1808. 
Private. 


My DEAR F., 


I begin with the private to yourself. Spring Tides are to-morrow, 
and the information Government has Is so precise as to Buonaparte’s 
intention against the Isle of Wight that it is not improbable he may 
make his attempt within a day or two, if not, he must necessarily 
postpone it for a fortnight. Under these circumstances I would have 
you prepare everything for Lady Hariot’s, and your family’s removal 
upon the first intelligence of the Enemy being off the Coast. All this 
in confidence to yourself. . . . . . 


I am glad you have given orders about your Beacon—there should 
be some Billet Wood or substantial wood intermixed or at hand, for 
the fire should be maintained for two hours. From my last 
instructions | find we have nothing to do with the Coast Signals, 
they trust to their running along the Coast with sufficient expedition 
for us to await the inland signals from Headquarters Eastward, but 
we are likewise to be in readiness to repeat the inland signals from 
the Westward; therefore your Beaconers will have to watch 
Woodberry Hill, Lytchet, and Badbury Rings Beacons, Eastward 
the most likely Quarter, and Blagden Hill to the Westwards. The 
assembling of your Troop should take place upon these signals being 
observed and you will wait for orders at your place of Rendezvous— 
Milbourne.

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[Ox Saturday, October the 15th, each Captazn received 
the following circular letter from Lt.-Col. Damer :—| 


Came, 
Friday night, October 14, 1803. 
DEar Sir, 


I have just received a letter from the Lord Lieutenant, of which I 
send you a copy :— 


‘‘The preparations of the Enemy for an attack on the Coasts of 
Great Britain appear to Government to be in that state of forwardness 
as to render it advisable to take some preparatory measures for 
placing upon Permanent Pay and Duty certain Yeomanry and 
Volunteer Corps as may be inclined Voluntarily to assemble them- 
selves. The protection of Poole and Weymouth appears the most 
material in this County. I desire therefore you will cause the Corps 
of Yeomanry Cavalry to be assembled by Troops, that I may know 
from each Troop if they are inclined Voluntarily upon His Majesty’s 
Invitation to assemble themselves under arms on Permanent Pay and 
Duty for the protection of those places and their vicinity, for such 
time and under such regulations with respect to Rotation of Duty and 
Relief as may be thought expedient. What is meant by Rotation of 
Duty and Relief should be explained: a whole Troop will not be 
called upon at once except upon exigency, half for a fortnight and the 
other half to relieve the first, or some proportion as may be most 
convenient, except as I said before in cases of exigency.” 


Etc., etc., ‘ DORCHESTER.” 
My Brother desires that the answer from all the Troops may be 
sent to him as soon as may be. I shall assemble my Troop on 
Sunday morning. 


Etc., etc, L. DAMER, 
Lt.-Col. D.Y.V. 


In consequence of this, the Captains called their 
respective Troops together, when they were unanimous in 
expressing their readiness to be put on permanent Pay 
and Duty whenever the Government thought it necessary. 
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On this Lord Dorchester (who was made Lord 1803 
Lieutenant this year on the death of Lord Rivers) received 
a letter from the Secretary of State saying that he had 
laid the offer of the Yeomanry and Volunteer Corps of 
the County of Dorset before His Majesty, who expressed 
the greatest satisfaction at the readiness with which the 
County of Dorset always came forward to show their zeal 
for the good of the Country, and stating that the Corps 
of Yeomanry and Volunteers must hold themselves in 
readiness to be put on Permanent Pay and Duty at any 
time after the 1st November. This was read to the 
whole Corps by Lt.-Col. Damer on one of the days of 
Exercise, when the men expressed their willingness to 
serve by giving three cheers. * 


_* A“ Military Card for Preserving Health,” by William Rowley, M.D., was 
weeps to each member of the Yeomanry.

Mr. Rowley ends by hoping that ‘(these short notes, dictated by a zeal for the 
service of King and Country, will be accepted with candour, and not receive 
censure on account of their brevity.—Saville Row, October 10, 1803.” 


1803 
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However, Lord Dorchester, on considering the situation 
of the Individuals of which the Corps of Yeomanry was 
composed, and how very injurious it would be in a 
national light to have all the principal Farmers in the 
County taken from their homes, a proceeding which would 
cause a great check to Agriculture, and in some cases put 
an entire stop to it, as well as almost ruin many of the 
Individuals, wrote, unknown to the Corps of Yeomanry, 
to the Secretary of State mentioning these circumstances, 
and suggesting that as he knew by experience he could 
assemble the Corps of Yeomanry in a very few hours, the 
expediency of allowing the men to remain at their homes 
until the enemy: appeared on the point of landing. He 
also applied to Lieut.-General H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cumberland, Commanding the District, to the same 
effect. Lord Dorchester's suggestions being approved, 
he called the Officers together on the last day of the 
exercises in Fordington Field, and mentioned the steps 
he had taken, and desired the Officers to communicate to 
their Troops what had passed, mentioning at the same 
time that he (Lord Dorchester) thought the men had 
allowed their Zeal to overstep their Prudence, and that 
now, instead of going into Quarters, each man would be 
allowed to stay at his own home till the appearance of 
Invasion was imminent, but that they must hold them- 
selves in readiness to be called out at a moment's notice, 
as nobody knew how soon that event might take place. 
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For this attention all the men were very grateful, as the 1803 
loss to many, indeed to almost all, would have been very 
serious, although in their zeal for the Country's. service 

they had overlooked it. This measure was very politic ; 

for, had the men been kept long in Quarters without the 
appearance of an enemy, put to personal inconvenience 
besides suffering in their private fortunes, they naturally 
would have become discontented, and they would have 
taken the first opportunity of retiring from the Corps. 


I must here add that nothing could be more satisfactory 
than the manner in which the men made their offer : not 
with noise or acclamation or boasting, but with a perfect 
idea of the losses and difficulties to which they were going 
to be put, and with the utmost readiness to bear them 
when the service of the Country required it. 


On 15th November the Dorset Yeomanry was reviewed 
in Fordington Field by His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Cumberland, who expressed himself highly pleased with 
their appearance and manceuvres, and said he should 
make a very favourable Report of them to the Commander- 
in-Chief. 


On the 27th November the following Regimental — 
Order was published :— 
‘*The Duke of Cumberland, General of the District, wishes that in 


case his duty should call him to take the Field in this Country, to have 
One intelligent man, well mounted, from each Troop to attend him. 


1803 
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Captains of Troops will take care that Proper Men are appointed 
for that purpose. 


On any of the Fire Beacons being lighted, or any alarm being given 
of the enemy being on the Coast, they will, without further notice, 
immediately send to the Earl of Dorchester, at Milton Abbey, an 
active man well mounted.” 


On the 23rd December the names of the selected men 
were published in Regimental Orders, and are as 
below :

1804 On the 7th February, 1804, the whole Corps of 


Dorset Yeomanry was inspected on Blandford Race 
Down by Lt.-Col. Bisshopp, Inspecting Field Officer of 
Yeomanry Cavalry for the District. He approved of 
their appearance and appointments, but the Ground was 
too slippery, owing to a Frost, to allow of the Regiment 
going through any Manceuvres. 
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In the course of the Spring the Captains exercised their 1804 
Troops sometimes by way of a drill. The Corps was 
lessened by the reduction of Capt. Clavell’s Troop, as he 
could not muster the number of forty required by the 
Government, owing to several of the Troop horses being 
rejected as unfit for service. Capt. Clavell in the most 
handsome manner offered to serve as a private in my 
Troop, thinking that all the men whose horses were 
accepted would have followed so spirited and liberal an 
offer and have joined such of the Troops as suited their 
convenience ; in this he was deceived, for, covering their 
want of energy by a pretence of being offended at the 
Troop being reduced, they almost to a man retired. This 
being the case, the Lord Lieutenant desired Capt. Clavell 
to take some other office for the defence of the County, 
where he could be of more use by his weight and influence 
than he could as an individual Private in the Corps. 


To this proposition Captain Clavell consented. 


On the 1st May an express came to me early in the 
morning from Weymouth (it had been forwarded from 
Came, as Lt.-Col. Damer was in Landon) stating that a 
Capt. Daniel had come from Portland to Capt. Ingram, 
the Officer commanding the Sea Fencibles and Signal 
Houses in that district, and informed him that the French 
were landed in Portland and that Capt. Ingram thought 
the Yeomanry ought to assist immediately in repelling 
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1804 them. That Weymouth was ina state of confusion and 
uproar, that the Troops there were all under Arms, and 
every possible measure of defence taken. 


On this, I sent to my own Troop to assemble at 
Poxwell as soon as possible, and to as many of the other 
Troops as were near, trusting to the Beacons to alarm 
the others in case there was any truth in the report, which 
I had no reason to doubt, except that, when the fog 
cleared away, I perceived that the Beacon on Piddletown 
Heath was not lighted. 


Having done this, I rode to Poxwell, and, seeing all 
quiet at Weymouth, I left such of my men as had 
already assembled to wait for the rest, and rode on to 
Weymouth. 


Here I found that, either from design or from really 
being deceived by the fog, some persons had told Captain 
Daniel the story of the French being landed ; this 
alarmed him so much that he actually believed he had 
seen the French, and had even swam his horse across part 
of the Ferry between Portland and Weymouth in order to 
escape from them. Moreover, his appearance half 
dressed, and dripping with wet from swimming across the 
Ferry, had confirmed Capt. Ingram in the belief of his 
story, the more so, as the fog was so thick he could not 
see the Signal Houses. 
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The Officer commanding the Hanoverians* in Radipole 1804 
Barracks, and Lt.-Col. Pleydell, Commanding a 
Battalion of Dorset Volunteers then at Weymouth, could 
not help also giving credence to the story, and turned out 
their men instantly. 


The other Regiment of Hanoverians then at Dor- 
chester was marched, by order of General Garth, towards 
Weymouth. 


As the fog cleared up, the whole was discovered to be 
false, and the alarm was over and the soldiers returned to 
their Quarters before I got to Weymouth. 


On returning to Poxwell I found every man there 


except one, who was so ill that he was unable to get out 
of bed. 


Lt.-Col. Damer’s Troop had also assembled at 
Dorchester, and expresses were sent off to the other 
Troops to countermand the orders for their assembling. 
Although I was vexed that the men had any unnecessary 
trouble, yet the alarm had this good effect, that it showed 
how extremely alert they all were and how soon they 
could be got together, which was very satisfactory. 


[Tradition relates that the cause of alarm sprang from 
the arrival of a large fishing fleet, weather bound, tn 


* Raised in Hanover by George IIT. 1803, disbanded 1816, 
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1804 Portland Roads, and that the notse made by the Fleet 
was, tn the fog, attributed by the frightened inhabitants 
to the arrival of the dreaded ‘‘ Bony ’’ himself.

SIR, 


I came here by the Recommendation of Captain Ingram who 
informed me that Captn. Dantel had called on him and informed him 
that the French were landed in Portland and Captain Ingram said 
that our Corps ought to assist in repelling them immediately. 
Weymouth is entirely in a State of Confusion and Uproar. The 
Corps are out and every possible Step taking. Excuse this Scrole 
written in Mr. Damer’s Stable.

As we had found it very inconvenient at our general 
meetings to have part only of the Regiment in the Towns, 
and part at their own homes, we determined this year 
that the whole Regiment should be quartered together in 
the Town ; and to accommodate the men had them for 
three days in two different weeks instead of six days 
together. 
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We therefore marched into Blandford on the 2oth May, 1804 
and remained there till the 23rd, and again from the 
3rd—6th June. 


On the 23rd May the Regiment was inspected by 
Lt.-Col. Bisshopp, who expressed himself highly pleased 
with the performance. 


Nothing could answer better than the plan of quartering 
the whole Regiment together in the Town. The inhabi- 
tants of Blandford were extremely civil and obliging, and 
accommodated the men with Lodgings and Quarters for 
themselves and horses. 


The men were all much pleased, and felt the usefulness 
as well as the convenience of this regular method of pro- 
ceeding. They behaved in the most orderly manner, and 
gave the greatest satisfaction to the Officers. 


From this time to the end of Harvest, no person was 
taken from his usual occupations. All the Volunteer 
Regiments being Brigaded, the Regiment was put under 
the command of Brigadier-General Michel, whose Brigade 
comprised all the Volunteer Cavalry of Wilts, Hants, and 
Dorset. He gave orders for each of the Troops of Dorset 
Yeomanry to detach, in case of any alarm, small parties 
to the different Towns in the County for the purpose of 
communication. 


1804 
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For the Autumn meeting, the same plan of Quartering 
the Regiment was pursued as in the Spring, except that it 
was found more convenient to have the six days together. 


On the 17th October the Regiment marched into Dor- 
chester, where they remained till the 23rd. Brigadier- 
General Michel attended during the whole time, and 
seemed extremely pleased. On the 20th October the 
Regiment had the honour of being reviewed by the King. 
The Queen, the Princesses, the Duke of Cambridge, and 
the Duke of Gloucester were also present.* After the 
Review, His Majesty rode up to Lt.-Col. Damer, and was 
SO gracious as to express his entire approbation of every 
part of the Review, and he was pleased to say :— 


‘‘That he thought the Corps very much improved in 
every respect since he last saw it, and that he felt the 
more gratified when he considered the property and 
respectability of the Individuals of which it was com- 
posed, as he was convinced that a Corps of this nature 
could be produced by this Kingdom alone, and by no 
other Country in Europe.” 


After the Review, the Royal Family went to Came 
(Lt.-Colonel Damer’s seat) and partook of a collation at 


* Tt will be noticed that although at these inspections His Majesty was invariably 
accompanied by the Queen, the Princesses, and Royal Dukes, yet the Prince of 
Wales never made one of the Party.

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which all the Captains were present, and it was extremely 1804 


gratifying to us, in conversing with the Generals and 
other experienced officers who were present at the Review, 
to hear the high terms in which they spoke of it; and 
indeed it would appear like too much vanity if I was to 
repeat all the praises that were bestowed onus. This, 
of course, gave very great pleasure to every individual. 
On Sunday, 21st, the Regiment marched to Church, 
where a sermon suited to the occasion was preached by 
the Rev. William England, Rector of Came. 


On the 23rd October I was deputed by the Officers to 
beg Lt.-Col. Damer to accept a sword, value one hundred 
guineas, asa proof how much they thought that the credit 
which the Corps had gained was owing to his exertions. 
The Sword had a Gold Hilt, the scabbard steel inlaid 
with gilt ornaments. On the blade the following 
mottoes—

In the month of March the Regiment was inspected by 
Brigadier-General Michel, after which they were not 
exercised till the whole met together at Blandford on May 
30th.

when the Regiment paraded and marched to a Down just 
beyond Woodyates Inn, where they met the Wilts and 
South Hants Regiments, and were Brigaded with them 
under the Command of Brigadier-General Michel. The 
Brigade was then reviewed by Lieut-General His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Cumberland. The Wiltshire 
Regiment was on the right of the line, the Dorset in the 
Centre, and the South Hants on the left.

On June 4th the Regiment had a Field Day, and fired 
a ‘‘feu de joie’ in Honour of His Majesty's Birthday. 
Afterwards the Regiment was drawn up in Square in the 
Market Place at Blandford, and their Colonel, the Earl of 
Dorchester, who, suffering much from Gout and Stone, 
was unable to walk or ride, was taken out of his carriage 
and placed in the centre. Henry Seymer, Esqr., of 
Handford, one of the Privates in the Corps, then came 
forward and addressed him in a very neat speech, 
delivered in a most graceful manner, and presented him, 
in the name of the Non-commissioned Officers and 
Privates of the Corps, with an extremely handsome 
sword, value one hundred and twenty guineas. 


Lord Dorchester made a very animated reply, claiming 
only the merit of originally proposing to Government the 
plan of such Corps, and of having raised this Corps one 
of the first in the Kingdom,* but giving all the merit of 
the present high state of Discipline of the Regiment to 
the Lieut.-Colonel and other Officers, as his own state of 
health prevented his personal attendance. This answer 
was received with three cheers, and the whole was a very 
striking, and I may add, a very affecting ceremony. 


In October the Regiment went into Quarters at 
Dorchester for eight days, during the whole of which

satisfied with the Discipline of the Corps, and in his 
Returns stated them as fit to act with Troops of the 


Line. 


In the latter end of May the Regiment went again into 
Quarters at Blandford for eight days. As Brigadier- 
General Michel expected to be removed from the staff, in 
consequence of the new Ministry * intending to make a 
considerable reduction in that Establishment, he took 
leave of the Corps in a short, neat, manly speech, in 
which he expressed himself much pleased with the per- 
formance and discipline of the Corps. We were all truly 
sorry to lose him, as he was much liked by the Officers 
and men, as he had on all occasions spoken his sentiments 
openly and freely to us, and had always seemed desirous 
of assisting us, and very anxious that we should appear 
with Credit at our Reviews. 


I believe the Dorset Yeomanry was almost the only 
Yeomanry Corps that went into Quarters this Spring, 
owing to the Ministry having suggested alterations in the 
allowances and Exercise of those Corps; and some of 
them (particularly Mr. Windham, Secretary of State) 
having very imprudently made use of violent language 
against those Corps. As the Dorset Yeomanry had

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1806 enrolled for the Good of the Country, and not to please 
any particular ministry, we determined to continue our 
exercise as usual until the Government told us our 
Services were no longer necessary, or until they made 
such alterations as would have rendered it impossible for 
us to serve. The alterations, however, were so trifling 
with respect to Yeomanry Corps, that for the present 
they were little felt. They were, that the allowance of 
43 per man annually for clothing and accoutrements 
was not to be granted to any new man who might enter, 
and that, instead of £120 per annum which was allowed 
to each Troop to provide Trumpeters, Farriers, etc., and 
to cover every expense, the allowance for that purpose 
was to be at the rate of £2 per man per ann. By this 
arrangement some Troops gained a few pounds while 
others lost, according to their size. 


This year Capt. Haines retired, and Mr. Humphrey 
Weld, who was a Cornet in my Troop, succeeded Capt. 
Haines in the Command of his Troop. 


In October the Regiment was reviewed by Lieut.-Genl. 

I com- 
manded the Regiment in the absence, through illness, of 
Lieut.-Col. Damer, and His Royal Highness, at the 
conclusion of the Review, rode up to me and said— 


‘“That he desired I would return his thanks to the 
Regiment of Dorset Yeomanry, and express his perfect 
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satisfaction at the attention of the men and goodness of 1806 
their Horses, and at the whole Review of the day.” His 
Royal Highness was pleased to add, ‘‘ That he was no 
flatterer, and should have thought it his duty to notice 

any faults had he perceived any, but that he was quite 
astonished that the Regiment should go through their 
Exercise so well, with so little practice.”’ 


From all I could collect, everybody was highly pleased, 
and I am inclined to think the Regiment never went 
through any Review in a better manner, which was 
singular, because from the extreme wetness of the season 
we had only one day's practice before the Duke of 
Cumberland saw us, and the absence of the Lieut.- 
Colonel was a great loss to us, both on his own 
account, and as we happened to be unusually short of 


Officers. 


On the 29th May the Regiment sustained an irreparable 1807 
loss by the death of Lt.-Col. Damer, who had long 
been in a very precarious state of health from some 
disorder of the Heart which was always increased by any 
anxiety or exertion; and although his friends were 
always wishing to keep him from any great fatigue, yet 
his ardent disposition and eagerness to assist Mr. Pitt* 
and Mr. Bankes at the contested election, which took —

The great exertions of the Officers during the winter, 
the credit the Corps was in, and the eagerness shewn by 
all the young Yeomen of the County to join this Corps 
in preference to serving in the Local Militia (which Force 
was first raised this Spring), made the applications for 
admittance into the Dorset Yeomanry so numerous that I 
requested the Lord Lieutenant to apply to the Secretary 
of State for permission to increase the Regiment to its 
original Establishment. This was granted, and the

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These numbers were immediately filled up, and 
the new men were all clothed, armed, equipped, and 
mounted for duty with the Regiment at Blandford on 
the rst week in June, when it went into quarters as 
usual. 


The Regiment mustered very strong, and the new men 
were all fine young men with good horses. 


On the 23rd October the Regiment marched into 
Quarters at Dorchester for six days for the Autumn 
exercise. The 25th October was this year celebrated as a 
Jubilee, as on that day the King entered into the fiftieth 
year of his reign. On this day after Exercise the 
Regiment went to Church, where an excellent sermon on 
the occasion was preached by the Revd. Mr. England.

The Duke of Cambridge having been invited by 
Mr. Morton Pitt, of Kingston, to honour him with his 
Company at dinner, His Royal Highness fixed on the 
27th October out of compliment to the Officers of the 
Dorset Yeomanry, as he heard they were all to dine there 
on that day. Nothing could be more handsome than the 
entertainment at Kingston, and the dinner passed off in 
the most satisfactory manner. His Royal Highness 
proposed as a Toast, ‘‘ The Dorset Yeomanry,” and it 
was very gratifying to learn from him in private conver- 
sation the high opinion he entertained of the Discipline 


and efficiency of the Corps. 


The Corps went into Quarters at Blandford as usual 
for eight days on the 31st May, and was inspected by 
Lieut.-Col. Balcomb on the 4th June. Colonel Balcomb 
highly approved of the Regiment, and was particularly 
Struck with the correct manner in which every Officer 
performed his duty ; he also thought the horses improved 
even since he had seen them in October. 


At this meeting I informed the men that I had received 
aletter from the Secretary of State acquainting me that 
the clothing allowance would in future be reduced from 


At the end of the Review the Regiment fired 1809 


1810 
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1810 43 per annum per man to £2. This announcement was 


181 


received with three cheers, and not a single man appeared 
in the smallest degree dissatisfied with this alteration. 


On the 22nd October the Regiment marched into 
Quarters at Dorchester for six days. 


On the 25th it was Reviewed by Major-General Acland, 
who was extremely pleased with the Horses, the ap- 
pointments, and the manner in which the Regiment 
manceuvred, all of which he said did the men the greatest 
credit. He afterwards said to several persons, who 
mentioned it to me, that this Corps of Yeomanry came by 
much the nearest to a good Regiment of the line of any 
he had ever seen. 


On the 3oth May the Regiment went into Quarters 
at Blandford for eight days, and Lt.-Col. Balcomb 
inspected it on the 4th June, and approved of it as much 
as ever. 


In October the Regiment went into Quarters at 
Dorchester. It was inspected by Lieut.-Col. Balcomb, 
who was much pleased, and told me he had lately had 
an audience of His Royal Highness the Duke of York, 
who enquired into the state of the Corps under his 
inspection, which gave him an opportunity of making a 
most favourable report of the Dorset Yeomanry. He 


é 
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told the Duke of York our manner of countermarching 1811 


a close column without leading out, which H.R.H. 
approved, and Lt.-Col. Balcomb added that if His Royal 
Highness could see the Dorset Yeomanry he would be 
surprised that any Regiment of this description could be 
brought to such a state of perfection. 


The Regiment as usual went into Quarters at Bland- 
ford in the beginning of June, and was inspected by 
Lieut.-Col. Balcomb, but nothing material occurred. 
During the October meeting of this year the Regiment 
was reviewed by Major-General Jones and gained great 
credit. What particularly pleased the General was that 
everything was done without the smallest bustle or con- 
fusion, that every man knew exactly his place, that all 
the manceuvres were rapidly executed, that the skirmishing 
was so well understood, and that the Horses were so 
good and in such serviceable condition. In short he 
said it was impossible a Corps of this description could 
do better, and he was quite astonished at any men doing 
so well with so few days’ practice. This he very truly 
attributed to the zeal which must actuate every individual 
of the Corps. The only drawback to this meeting 
was that from sickness, and other accidental causes, 
we had an unusually thin attendance, so that we only 
shewed the General four Squadrons of thirty-six files 
each. 


1812 
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At the June meeting this year the Regiment mustered 
very strong, and was again Reviewed by Major-General 
Jones, who appeared even more pleased with it than he 
was in October, and particularly remarked the Skirmish- 
ing and the Charges. 


In the October meeting, as the General had twice seen 
the Regiment act in Line, I was anxious to shew him 
how they could act as Light Troops. On the Review day, 
therefore, I made the Regiment advance from Fording- 
ton Field to Bincombe Down, covered by Skirmishers, 
making various formations according to the nature of the 
ground, and retire in the same manner to its original 
position. Major-General Jones was so much pleased 
with the manner in which this duty was performed that he 
desired me to let the Regiment skirmish on the following 
day with the Regular Troops which were in the Depots 
at Dorchester and Radipole. Of course I was much 
flattered and readily consented to his proposal. 


The Skirmish took place accordingly and was very well 
done, and the General praised the Yeomen very much for 
their steadiness. The Yeomen were extremely gratified 
at being thought equal to skirmish with Troops of the 
Line. The General was very much struck with the 
excellence of the Officers and the perfect knowledge every 


one of them had of their duty. Indeed, I must say that 


I believe no Regiment was ever better Officered than the 
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Dorset Yeomanry at this time ; all of them were Gentle- 1813 
men of property and looked up to by the men for their 
activity and knowledge of their Duty in the Field, as well 

as for their Rank and Consequence in the County. All 

this was of the greatest comfort and advantage to me, 

and was the means of raising the Credit of the Regiment 

to so high a pitch. 


On the 29th October a circular letter was sent by the 
Secretary of State (Lord Sidmouth) to the Lords 
Lieutenants of Counties, in which he informed them that 
it had ‘‘ been deemed expedient by zs Mazesty’s Govern- 
ment to take measures, with a due regard to considerations 
of economy, for giving increased efficcency to that valuable 
part of the defensive force, the Yeomanry Cavalry of 
Great Britain,’’ and recommending the formation of the 
several Troops, and small Corps now serving in different 
Counties, into Regiments of not less than six Troops ; 
and moreover that each Regiment should perform its 
Permanent Duty of twelve days at one and the same- 
period, and be subject to one Inspection. ‘‘ Although in 
some parts of the Kingdom the former object has 
already been partzally accomplished through the zeal of 
Individuals composing certain Troops of Yeomanry 
Cavalry, yet even in these Counties difficulties had arisen 
owing to the inadequacy of the allowances. ’’ 


It was therefore proposed to allow those Regiments 
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who accepted the new conditions the same pay and 
allowances as granted to the Regular Cavalry in lieu of 
the old allowances. 


In consequence of the receipt of this letter I called a 
Meeting of the Officers and endeavoured to ascertain 
the sentiments of the Yeomen on the subject; these I 
found perfectly ready to conform to whatever the Officers 
might think most beneficial to the Discipline of the 
Corps; and it was the unanimous opinion of all the. 
Officers that as the several Troops which composed the 
Dorset Yeomanry had been always formed into a Regi- 
ment, and assembled for exercise at two different periods 
of the year, as no increase of Pay was wanted, and as 
everything had always gone on so much to the satisfaction 
of all the Generals who had reviewed the Corps, as well 
as of both Officers and men, it was very desirable to 
avoid any change. I was therefore desired to apply to 
the Lord Lieutenant to obtain permission for the Dorset 
Yeomanry to continue to assemble for eight days in the 
Spring and six days in the Autumn of each year, and to 
continue to receive the same pay and allowances as 
before. 


To this the Secretary of State immediately consented. 


The Invasion of France on the side of the Pyrenees by 
Lord Wellington, the astonishing consequences of the 
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Battle of Leipsic, the Counter Revolution in Holland, 1814 
the Passage of the Rhine by the allied Russian, Austrian, 
Prussian and other German Troops, and their advance 

on and occupation of Paris, was immediately followed by 

the abdication of Buonaparte, the restoration of the 
Bourbons to the Throne of France, and by a General 
Peace throughout Europe in the month of May. 


During the negotiations I received orders that the 
Yeomanry were not to assemble for exercise as usual in 
the Spring. 


On the conclusion of Peace, I wrote the following 
letter to the Lord Lieutenant :— 


Moreton, June 7th, 1814. 
My Dear Lorp, 


As the Corps of Dorset Yeomanry was enrolled to serve only 
during the War, the engagement has of course come to an end on 
the signature of the Definitive Treaty of Peace. Under these 
circumstances I shall feel much obliged to your Lordship to take an 
Opportunity of applying to the Secretary of State for instructions, 
that I may know in what manner I am to proceed with respect to the 
disbanding of the Corps.

To this letter the Secretary of State sent the following 
reply : 


1814 
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Whitehall, June 14th, 1814. 
My Lorp, 


| have laid before the Prince Regent the letter transmitted to me 
by your Lordship from Lt.-Col. Frampton, and I am to acquaint -your 
Lordship that His Royal Highness is graciously pleased to approve of 
the services of the Dorset Yeomanry being discontinued. 


I request that your Lordship will desire Lt.-Colonel Frampton to 
hold the Arms and Accoutrements of the Corps, if furnished by 
Government, at the disposal of the Board of Ordnance.

In consequence of this, as soon as Haymaking was 
over, the whole Regiment assembled at Dorchester on 
Wednesday, August 3rd, for the purpose of being dis- 
banded and delivering up their Arms. I was most highly 
flattered and gratified by being presented by the Officers 
after dinner at the Mess on that day with a very richly 
ornamented Silver Candelabrum, value Two Hundred 
Guineas, with the following Inscription :— 


To James FRAMPTON, EsQreE., 
Liecut.-Colonel Commandant of the Dorset Yeomanry Volunteers. 


‘This Piece of Plate was presented by the Officers of that Corps 
at the time of their being Disembodied, as a Memorial of their attach- 
ment and esteem and of the deep sense they entertain of his unremit- 
ting exertions in preserving the Harmony and Discipline of the Corps 
whilst under his command. Aug. 3rd, 1814.” 


The accounts and other business of the Regiment being 
finally settled, the Regiment was drawn up in Fordington 
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Field on the morning of Thursday, August 4th, when 1814 
Major-General Jones did the Regiment the honour of 
attending, and, on its being formed into a hollow square, 
Major General Jones addressed me nearly in these 
words :— 


‘*T have been anxious to take this last opportunity of 
paying that attention which I think is due to this most 
respectable Corps, by expressing in person to you, Sir, 
and the Regiment in general, my most sincere thanks for 
‘the very flattering manner in which I have been received 
whenever I have had the honour of Inspecting the Dorset 
Yeomanry, and to say how much I have always been 
gratified by the appearance and discipline of the Regi- 
ment, and the zeal with which they have for so many 
years exerted themselves in defence of their King and 
Country. 


I have no doubt that if an Enemy had ever dared to 
invade this Kingdom that the Dorset Yeomanry would 
have been one of the first to distinguish itself by repelling 
them. I congratulate the Corps that their Services are 
brought to a conclusion after so long a period, and I beg 
to offer both to the Officers and men my sincere wishes 
for their health and happiness.”’ 


. I then returned Major-General Jones our thanks for the 
great kindness and attention which he had shewn the 
Regiment on all occasions, and we gave him three cheers. 
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1814 After this I read to the men the Thanks of both Houses 
of Parliament (that of the Lords being passed on July 5th, 
1814, and that of the Commons on the 6th idem), and 
after congratulating them on the high character which the 
Corps had always maintained, and on the prospect of a 
lasting Peace, I returned them my warmest thanks for 
the gratifying attention I had invariably received from 
every Officer and man in the Regiment during the whole 
time it had been embodied. I also expressed particularly 
the great assistance I had at all times received from Lt.- 
Col. Bower and how much the Corps was indebted to him 
for his exertions, and the obligation the Regiment was 
under to Major Grosvenor for remaining in the Corps, 
and for his constant attendance under all circumstances of 
bad health and actual personal suffering, and then finally 
I took my leave. 


My address was returned by three cheers. The men 
then delivered up their Arms and Accoutrements, and the 
Regiment was disbanded. 


[As Yeomanry Corps in many other Counties still 
continued to serve, Colonel Frampton gives his reasons 
why the Corps of Dorset Yeomanry best consulted its own 
interests by voluntary disbandment. 


He again repeats the same reasons that influenced the 
Corps on its disbanding tn 1802, and emphasizes very 
strongly the fact that the Corps only enrolled to serve 
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during the war. 
‘(as our engagement was come to an end, I certainly had 


no authority to propose to the men to enter into a new one, 
and I cannot entertain a doubt, and in this every Officer 
in the Regiment agrees, that if on any future occasion 
the services of a Corps of Yeomanry should be required 
in the County of Dorset, the same zeal, loyalty, per- 
severance, unanimity, and attention to discipline, which 
has always been so conspicuous in this Corps, will again 
display itself, and instead of being lessened by this 
relaxation from duty, would on that very account only 
burst forth more strongly to maintain the high Character 


and Honour of the County.”

1803 In 1803 permission was obtained to organize an 
Independent Troop of Yeomanry, called

1812. In 1812 this Troop numbered 69. 


1815 In 1815 the return of Buonaparte unexpectedly from 
the Island of Elba again threw Europe into profound 
excitement, and vast preparations were made by all the 
European nations for once more meeting and defeating 
their implacable foe. 


In Dorsetshire the alarm of war again set Colonel 
Frampton to work preparing for the re-enrolment of 
the Dorset Yeomanry. He wrote letters to the Earl 
of IIchester, Sir W. Oglander, Mr. J. B. Bower, 
Mr. J. H. Browne, Sir C. Lemon, and Mr. R. E. Drax 


Grosvenor, asking their opinion as to the advisability 
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of offering the services of a new Corps of Dorset 1815 
Yeomanry to Government. The replies from all these 
Gentlemen were in favour of such a step being taken. 
The following two selections are made from among 


these replies :— 
Burlington St., April 1st. 
DgeaR FRAMPTON, 


If the Yeomanry is kept on foot in Dorsetshire, I will certainly ’list 
under your Standard, which I hope will be firmer than poor Louis 
Xavier’s. I hope however we shall not be called out, as we should 
turn out stronger at a moment which appeared more to threaten 
ourselves, than we should now, in my opinion.

Saturday, April 1st. 
DEAR FRAMPTON, 


Bonaparte has taken this job in hand just in time to save my 
holsters and Helmet from being cut up into a tippet for Charlotte,* 
and if your services are accepted I shall be very glad to put my 
Holsters upon the best horse I have to join you. Ministers are 
sending abroad all the Troops they can collect, and J should think it 
very probable that they will prefer calling out the Volunteers, and 
perhaps even the local Militia, rather than the regular Militia, which 
for the moment would interfere very much with the recruiting service. 


What a wretch this is to spoil all the broth just as we thought we 
had nothing before us but peace, and a succession of Millenniums, if 
one was not long enough, and what a lot of wretches the French are, 
the Republican Carnot at their head, to quarrel with Louis 18th for 
encroaching on their liberties and then throw themselves at the feet of 
a military despotism. 

I never will be civil to a Frenchman again.

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The following letter was then written :— 


Moreton Howse, Dorchester, 
April 15th, 1816. 


My Dear Lorp, 


The return of Buonaparte to France has induced several Gentlemen 
of the greatest influence in the County, who served as Officers in the 
late Corps of Dorset Yeomanry, to do me the honour of mentioning 
to me their readiness to endeavour to raise a similar Corps, and again 
to put themselves under my command should such a measure be 
deem’d necessary. I have thought it my duty to state this circum- 
stance to your Lordship and to assure you of my willingness to 
undertake such a command, and of my utmost exertions, should the 
services of such a Corps be required, and should your Lordship think 
proper to place me in that position. 


Having thus put your Lordship in possession of our sentiments on 
this point, I will take the liberty of adding that we are by no means 
desirous of pressing your Lordship to make an immediate offer of 
our services to Government, but merely to acquaint your Lordship 
with our readiness to come forward on this occasion if called on: and 
we leave it entirely to your Lordship to judge of the propriety of 
making His Majesty’s Ministers acquainted with this proposal or not, 
as well as of the time and manner of doing it. I will only venture 
to suggest that the most probable time for the Yeomen to come 
forward (and of course we should all be most anxious for the 
Corps, if raised, to attain its former strength) would be when war 
was apparently inevitable, and before a ballot for the Militia took 
place. :

To the above letter Lord Digby sent the following

From all that passed in conversation I think it advisable not to 
take further steps at present, but wait until Ministers declare War to 
be unavoidable, and for me then to make a proposal to Government of 
your sentiments and of the Officers who have communicated their 
intentions to you. 


If I can collect any earlier information on this subject I will 
immediately write to you.

In less than two months from the inditing of this 
letter, the short, sharp, and decisive ‘‘ Hundred days’ 
Campaign” had been brought to a glorious ending by 
the victory of Waterloo, and from the subsequent march 
of events it became evident there would be no possibility 
of an attack on these shores. 


The proposal to re-raise the Dorset Yeomanry was 
abandoned, but the above written letters remain as a 
proof that the spirit which stirred the County in 1794, 
and again in 1803, existed as strong as ever in 1815, and,

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1815 had occasion required, that the Yeomen of Dorset were 
as ready then as formerly to enroll and serve in defence of 
King and Country. 


1817 On the 3rd April, 1817, the Prince Regent accepted

The strength of this Troop this year was 45, while 
the Sadborow Troop was 67. 


1824 An Inspection of these Troops was arranged for the 
gist May, 1824, but on the 2oth May the Bridport 
Troop tendered their resignation, which was accepted on 
the 26th May. 
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The Sadborow Troop, 70 strong, was, however, in- 1824 
spected by Major Milles, 14th Light Dragoons. 


The last inspection of the Sadborow Troop was in 1826 
May, 1826, by Major Whichcote, 6th Dragoons. 


On the 24th December, 1827, an order was promulgated 1827 
to the effect that all Corps of Yeomanry Cavalry were to 
be discontinued in those districts where it had been found 
from the experience of the last ten years they had seldom 
or never been called upon to act in aid of the Civil 
Power. 


The Sadborow Troop, the last of the Cavalry Volun- 
teers in Dorset, was accordingly disbanded on the 24th 
Dec., 1827. * 


* In 1815 the Sadborow Troop presented a handsome piece of plate to

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In connection with this disbanding of the Yeomanry, 
it is interesting to read the following extract from 
Lockhart’s ‘‘ Life of Scott,” Vol. 7 :— 


‘67828. March 12. The dissolution of the Yeomanry was the act 
of the last Ministry.* The presentt did not alter the measure on 
account of the expense saved. I am, if not the very oldest Yeoman 
in Scotland, one of the oldest, and have seen the rise, progress, and 
now the fall of this very constitutional part of the National force. 
Its efficacy on occasions of insurrections was sufficiently proved in 
Radical times. But besides it kept up a spirit of harmony between 
the proprietors of land and the occupiers, and made them known to 
and beloved by each other ; and it gave to the young men a sort of 
military and high spirited character which always does honour to a 
country. The manufacturers are in high glee on this occasion. I 
wish Parliament, as they have turned the Yeomen adrift somewhat 
scornfully, may not have occasion to roar them in again. 


‘ The Eldrich Knight gave up his Arms 
With many a sorrowful sigh.’ ” 
Sir Walter Scott was Quarter Master of his Troop—a 
post for which his lameness did not unfit him. 


In the Autumn of 1830 the agricultural element in the 
South of England was in a condition of ferment; 
political Unions were formed, bands of labourers 
assembled together in various parts of Dorsetshire 
firing farmhouses, destroying machinery, and threatening 
the Country houses of the gentry. In November a 
large number of rioters collected at Winfrith, where they 
were doing much damage, when Mr. James Frampton

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appeared on the scene with about 150 mounted men 1830 
armed with Constables’ Staves, charged and scattered the 

mob, captured three of the ringleaders and lodged them 
safely in Dorchester gaol. 


A proposal having been made to resuscitate the 
Regiment of Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry, Authority was 
received (dated 8th Dec., 1830) by the Lord Lieutenant 
(Lord Digby) from the Secretary of State to raise a 
Corps in Dorset of 600 men. 


«Lord Digby recommended Mr. James Frampton for 
the Command of the Corps, and he thereupon took 
measures to secure the services of various influential 
Gentlemen as Officers. In this he met with considerable 
success, although a proposal was at one time on foot to 
have an Eastern as well as a Western Regiment, each 
under a distinct set of Officers. This scheme, however, 
was abandoned, but various Independent Troops were 
raised in the Eastern Division of the County. 


The following Officers were eventually selected for the 1831 
Dorset Yeomanry, and their Commissions dated as

THAT we are to provide our own Horses and Clothing, receiving 
such Allowances, Arms, and Accoutrements as may be granted by the 
Government.

THAT we are liable to be embodied by Special Direction from his 
Majesty, or from the Lord Lieutenant, or High Sheriff of the County 
of Dorset, in case of Invasion or appearance of Invasion, or when 
Riots and Tumults exist in the County of Dorset. 


IIT. 


THAT we will attend at such times and places as shall be 
appointed by the Commanding Officer, in order to be Trained and 
Exercised, but not during the time of Sheep-Shearing or Harvest. 


IV. 


THAT we will Forfeit the Sum of 1os. in case of Non-attendance, 
without sufficient cause on every day appointed for Training and 
Exercise, on the private Drill of the Troop; and the sum of £1 for 
every day of Non-attendance when the Regiment is in Quarters for 
that purpose, and that the Certificate of a Medical Practitioner, that 
a Man is unable from sickness to attend such Training and Exercise, 
Shall be the only excuse which shall exempt him from the Fine for 
Non-attendance.

The Commanding Officer must of course recommend the Officers 
to the Lord Lieutenant, for the King’s approbation, but the Com- 
manding Officer engages not to recommend any individual, without 
the approbation of the Majority of the Troop (to which such individual 
may be destined) having been first obtained. 


A General Order having been promulgated the 
previous Autumn to the effect that the whole of the 
Cavalry, with the exception of the Royal Horse Guards, 
were to be clothed in red, this Colour was adopted for the 
Regiment, and the Uniform was as follows :— 


Jacket; Scarlet, with white buttons, and_ scales 
according to pattern, blue collar and cuffs and turn up 
to the skirts of the jacket. Two rows of buttons placed 


according to pattern. Silver lace round the collar and 
cuffs, and silver loop on collar. 


Trousers : Black mixture with two Scarlet stripes. 


Girdles ; Crimson and gold-coloured worsted, fasten- 


ings to them white. Sergeants may wear Silk if they 
please. 


Chaco: Black. Ornaments, silver. 


Plume: Red and white ; trimmings, black. 
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Cloak: Blue. Collar, scarlet. Cape, blue. Buttons, 183! 


white. 
Gloves : White of any sort. 


Officers: The same as the men, except the Regula- 
tion girdle. A plain black sabretache, and a smaller 
cartouche Box. 


Horse Accoutrements: Any Saddle well stuffed, with 
two white girths, and loops before and behind to fasten 
the Holsters and pad. 


Breastplate and Crupper : Black. 
Chain to Head Stall: Black. 


Valise: According to pattern, with the Initial of the 
Captain’s name and the number allotted to the Individual 
on the near side, and on the off side D.Y.C., on brass 
plates. 


The Regiment was armed with swords, pistols, and 
twelve heavy carbines with bayonets per Troop. 


The men entrusted with the Carbines were known as 
‘‘The Carabineers,” and were posted on the flanks of 
their respective Troops. These arms were supplied by 
Government.

On the 30th October, 1832, a Standard was presented 
to the Troop. The Standard was of Rich Crimson Satin 
damask, with deep gold fringe and cord tassels, beauti- 
fully embroidered on the one side with a wreath of oak, 
and on the other of laurel. The ends of the wreath 
encircled the letters W.Y.C., worked in gold. A green 
horse courant—the insignia of the Troop—in the centre 


of each wreath, and the whole surmounted by a hand- 
somely emblazoned crown. +

The Unzform consisted of a red coatee faced with white, 
two rows of gold braid on the cuffs and collar. Dark 
blue trousers with one gold stripe (yellow braid for men). 
Crimson and gold girdle. Brass helmet without plume. 


A Standard, which at the present (1893) is in a state of 
good preservation, and is in the possession of Mr. J. J. 
Farquharson, of Langton, formerly Lieutenant of the 
Troop, was presented to the Troop on Oct. 31st, 1832, 
by the ‘* Lady of Major Smith,” of the Down House. 


The Standard is of white silk ground with a gold 
fringe with a wreath of oak and laurel, embroidered, 
with B.Y.C. worked in the centre in red and gold, and 
surmounted with a Crown.* 


In commemoration, ‘‘ An Ode, addressed to the Bland- 
ford Troop of Yeomanry,” was published and appeared

The Uniform was scarlet with French blue facings.

In October, 1831, a Standard of Crimson silk, and 
edged with a Gold fringe, with the Royal Arms richly 
embroidered on each side, and having two superb gold 
tassels, was presented to the Troop at Holme by 
Miss Bond, who, on presenting the Standard, addressed 
the Troop as follows :— 

* ‘6 Gentlemen, —It is impossible to look on this Gallant 
Troop, so well calculated by their numbers and _ their 
discipline to secure peace and tranquillity to this neigh- 
bourhood, without feeling the strongest interest in their

The Uniform was a Rifle Green double-breasted 
Coatee with two rows of silver buttons, and white 
facings. Silver Epaulettes, silver lace. Crimson and 
Gold Girdle. Oxford Mixture Trousers with one white 
Stripe. Regulation Light Dragoon Chaco with black 
plume (feathers for the Officers, horse hair for the men) ; 
in front a brass eight-pointed star, in the centre of it the 
Drax crest, a demi griffon encircled by the Drax motto 
**Mort en Droit.” Pouches black with a Crown, 
and scroll ‘‘ Charborough” in brass. Officers and 
men wore shabracques and sabretaches. The Stirrups

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1831 were of brass, those of the Officers being very richly 
chased. 


The Troop was entirely equipped and maintained at 
the expense of the Captain, with the exception of the 
Arms—sabre and pistol—supplied by Government. 


A Standard was presented to the Troop by Mrs. Drax 
in Charborough Park on the 14th November, 1831.* 


It was also in contemplation at this period to raise a 
Troop at Lyme; but, although a number of men gave in 
their names as willing to join, the proposal was never 
carried out. 


In June also, Gascoigne, Marquis of Salisbury, 
was actively engaged in keeping the peace in the neigh- 
bourhood of Cranborne ; but, although he was supplied 
by Government with 50 swords and belts, it does not 
appear that the men he armed with these weapons were 
ever formed into a Troop of Yeomanry. The swords 
were afterwards handed over, by order of Government, to 
the Charborough Troop. 


It is worthy of note that the reason for the formation 
of these Independent Troops was stated, in a speech 
made by Captain Hanham at Dorchester in May, 1832, 
to be :—

* The pole and sling belonging to this Standard are at Olantigh Towers, Wye, 
but the Standard itself appears to be non-existent. C. T. 
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‘At the time of the Riots in 1830, the Yeomen in my 1831 
district were willing to enrol themselves into a Corps for 
the protection of property, but at the same time they 
expressed a desire that their Services should be Jocad, 
as it would be productive of great inconvenience to 
them to be going to a distance from their homes and 
occupations.” * 


The first Permanent Duty was to have taken place 
at Sherborne in May, but on the 15th May, 1831, 
Colonel Frampton wrote the following letter to the Lord 
Lieutenant :— 


‘‘T have at last ascertained that the Regiment of Dorset Yeomanry 
cannot with any convenience assemble for Permanent Duty this 
year. 


Whitsuntide happens to fall next week, when very many of the 
Yeomen in some parts of the County are obliged to attend annual 
meetings of Benefit Societies—and the return of the Population is to 
be made on the 3oth, which will necessarily compel either the 
Churchwardens, Overseers, or Constables in every parish of the 
County to be at home in order to perform this duty—and as after that 
time Haymaking in many parts and Sheep Shearing in all parts of the 
County will commence I am obliged, though very reluctantly, to ENE 
it up altogether at present.” 


On the 24th June, 1831, Lord John Russell brought in 
the Reform Bill, which passed the House of Commons 
by a Majority of 10g on the 21st September, but was 


* D.C.C., 41, 5s 32- 
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1831 subsequently thrown out by the House of Lords. This 
action of the Peers caused the greatest excitement 
throughout the Country. Riots broke out, and Bristol 
was for some hours in the hands of the mob, the 
rioters being eventually dispersed by a Squadron of 
the 3rd Dragoon Guards and one of the 14th Light 
Dragoons. 


The Wilts and Gloucestershire Yeomanry were also 
assembled. 


In Dorsetshire disturbances broke out in Sherborne on 
the 19th October, and the Lord Lieutenant requisitioned 
the services of the Dorset Yeomanry to quell the riot on 
the following day. 


Major the Earl of IIchester’s and Captain Goodden’s 
Troop marched into Sherborne on the 2oth, and a detach- 
ment of 1 Corporal and 6 Privates of Captain Frampton’s 
Troop formed an escort for Colonel Frampton from 
Moreton to Sherborne, where they arrived early on the 
morning of the 21st. 


Captain Sir Edward Baker’s Troop and Captain Jacob's 
Troop also assembled on the 22nd and 23rd at Stock 
House under the command of Lieut.-Colonel Bower, and 
Lieut. Hussey with Quarter Master Long and some men 
of Captain Jacob’s Troop were further dispatched to 


~ 
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Woolland on the urgent request of Mr. George Loftus 1831 
who expected an attack upon his house. * 


The Troops were all dismissed by the 24th. 


Extract from the Dorset County Chrontcle published 
Thursday, Oct. 27th, 1831 :— 


‘‘At Sherborne disturbances began on Wednesday evening, the 
day after the fair. 


On the following morning the Magistrates sent a requisition to 
Captain Goodden to call out his Troop. He instantly got together 
aS many men as he could. The Adjutant arrived in the course of the 
day in plain clothes, having accidentally heard of the Riot, and 
preparations were made to quell the rioters. In the evening the mob 
again collected and proceeded to Mr. Fooks’, where the Riot Act was 
read, and, in consequence of their continuing to commit depredations 
on his premises, a division of Capt. Goodden’s Troop, headed by 
himself and the Adjutant, charged them on the hill. They turned 
again at the foot of the hill, at the Captain’s command, to the left, 
rode at a gallop up the back lane, and charged them again in front of 
Mr. Fooks’, where they were doing much damage, and drove the 
mob off in the most merciful way with the flat sides of their swords. 


This latter charge was made on the pavement, and in consequence 
of its slippery state, or one of the horses in the rear being struck, it 
fell, and two or three others fell in consequence. A cap and a sword 


* The spirit of discontent had also reached Stower Provost, and the rioters, 
having broken the threshing machine at the Manor Farm, proceeded to surround 
the Rectory. The Rector of the day—the Rev. J. Tomkyns—was equal to the 
occasion, for having served through the Peninsular War as a Captain in the 
Royal Dragvuons he eventually took Holy Orders and was, in 1831, as above 
stated, the Rector of that village. Displaying the strategy of an old campaigner, 
this worthy member of the Church Militant, singled out the Ringleader, and 
having presented him with a sovereign, sent the rioters away well contented to 
spend it as they liked. The next day a detachment of Capt. Jacob’s Troop from 
Sturminster Newton, under the command of a Non-commissioned Officer named 
Harvey, came to the assistance of the Rector. The Ringleader was appre- 
hended, and sentenced to 7 years’ penal servitude. (Information supplied by the 
Rev. Wm. H. Whitting, Rector of Stower Provost.) 
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18 31 or two were then taken up by the mob from the fallen men, and with 
these they did some mischief. 


The mob having shifted to the King’s Arms, ball cartridge was 
being served out to the Yeomanry, which the mob somehow or other 
understood, and they called loudly for the Captain. He instantly 
went to them, and told them that unless they dispersed he should be 
obliged to order his Troop to fire upon them, which he should be sorry 
to do, as he did not wish to injure a hair of their heads. They then 
cheered him, and soon after separated without doing more mischief.” 


Extracts from official correspondence :— 


LiEUT.-COL. JAMES FRAMPTON TO THE LORD LIEUTENANT. 


Moreton, October 29, 1881. 


‘‘T am truly sorry to say that Mr. Firth, the Adjutant, of whose 
conduct Captain Goodden speaks highly, and seven men of Capt. 
Goodden’s Troop were wounded, some of them severely, on the night 
of the 21st inst. 


1 must beg leave to add that nothing could exceed the steadiness 
and forbearance of Captain Goodden and all the Officers and men 
under very difficult and trying circumstances.” 


Capt. JOHN GOODDEN TO LIEuT.-COL. FRAMPTON. 


Sherborne, October 26th, 18381. 


‘“‘T beg also to mention that although I had Ball Cartridge with 
me, I did not consider I was justified in firing, not having a Magis- 
trate with me. 


The men under my command behaved with the greatest steadiness, 
determination, and forbearance.” 


Lieut. S. Cox, 1st Troop D.Y.C., To Lt.-CoL. FRAMPTON. 


Beaminster, 21st October, 1831. 


‘¢] received an order from Capt. Goodden to assemble between 
3 and 4 o’clock yesterday. 
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I left Evershot at 8.30 p.m. with about 12 men, leaving orders for 1831 
the others to follow. ; 


I arrived at Sherborne at 10.30 p.m. with 20 men. Fifty-five 
members were present in Sherborne on the morning of the 21st, and 
all those who had a notice were on the road to join. . . . . The 
men displayed great alacrity and extreme readiness to do their duty 
in every respect.”’ 


LIEUT.-COLONEL BOWER TO COLONEL FRAMPTON. 


Lwerne, 24th October, 1831. 


‘“‘T feel it my duty to state to you that the exertions of 
Capt. Jacob and Sir Edward Baker in assembling their Troops, and 
also the willingness of every Individual member to be first at 
Quarters, particularly considering the time of night and short notice 
they all had for assembling, deserve my best thanks and sufficiently 
shows in how short a time so effective a force of Yeomanry Cavalry 
could be assembled.”

‘‘It is very gratifying to find in such times as the present, all the 
Officers, Non-commissioned Officers, and Privates under your 
Command, shewed so much zeal and alacrity when called upon to 
serve.”

‘It is with extreme regret that Lieut.-Colonel Frampton feels 
himself called on to exercise that most painful Duty of dismissing 
any Member from the Regiment of Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry. But 
as after due enquiry made it appears clearly to him that 


QUARTER MASTER SAMUEL GOULD, OF SHERBORNE, 
AND 


PRIVATE JOHN BALSTER, OF SHERBORNE, 


enrolled and serving in Capt. Goodden’s Troop, have given no 
satisfactory reasons for their absence from the Muster of the said 
Troop when called out by requisition from the Lord-Lieutenant and 
Magistrates of the County in aid of the Civil Power on the 2zoth and 
21st October last, the Lieut.-Colonel Commandant hereby directs 
that the above mentioned Quarter Master Samuel Gould and Private 
John Balster be Dismissed from the Regiment, and that the names of 
the above mentioned Volunteers be struck out from the Muster Roll 
thereof. 


In performing this distressing duty Lieut.-Colonel Frampton feels 
confident from the Spirit shewn throughout the Regiment that as it is 
the first, so this will be the last time he will ever be called on so 
painfully to exercise his Authority.” 


The Regiment assembled for Permanent Duty for the 1832 
first time at Dorchester on the 23rd May, 1832, as it was 
thought advisable not to train at Sherborne on account of 
the riots there the preceding Autumn. 


The Regiment was inspected by Lieut.-Colonel Clark, 
4th Dragoon Guards, at Maiden Castle, who, in address- 
ing the Regiment, said :— 


1832

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‘¢The horses are of a superior class, the appointments 
particularly good, the men remarkably steady and 
attentive.’ 


On May 3rd the Regiment assembled at Sherborne for 
its 8 days’ Permanent Duty, and no traces of ill-will were 
shewn by the inhabitants on account of the riots. 


The Official letter from Major-General C. Campbell, 
Comdg. S.W. District, ordering Lieut.-Colonel Somerset, 
of the Royal Dragoons, to inspect the Regiment, was 
only despatched from Portsmouth on May roth (the date 
of dismissal) : consequently the Regiment was not this 
year offictally inspected. Colonel Somerset, however, 
attended as a private spectator. 


On the 3oth July, 1833, detachments of Captain 
Frampton’s Troop assembled at the Weymouth Turnpike 
Gate to escort their Royal Highnesses the Duchess of 
Kent and the Princess Victoria to Dorchester, and 
further from the King’s Arms Hotel, Dorchester, to 
Maiden Newton, where a detachment of the Earl of 
IIchester’s Troop formed the escort to Melbury.” * 


On August 1st the Earl of IIchester's Troop escorted 
their Royal Highnesses from Melbury to Beaminster 
and thence to Lyme. — 


* Quarter Master Sergt. J. Young, of the Officers’ Mess, remembers being 


present in South Street, Dorchester, on the occasion of this escort, and seeing the 
Royalty change carriages in the strect. C. T. 
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For these services ‘‘Lieut.-Col. Frampton received 1833 
the Commands of H.R.H. the Duchess of Kent to 
return thanks in her own name, and in the name of 
H.R.H. the Princess Victoria, to the Officers, Non- 
commissioned Officers, and Privates of the Dorset 
Yeomanry for the zealous mark of attention shewn by 
them to their Royal Highnesses by escorting them 
through the County of Dorset, at which their Royal 
Highnesses expressed themselves extremely gratified.” * 


On August 3rd Lieut.-Colonel Frampton received the 
following letter from Sir John Conroy, which he published 


in Regimental Orders :—

I have had the honour to receive and lay before the Duchess of 
Kent your Lordship’s letter of yesterday’s date, and I have Her 
Royal Highness’s Command to request you will be pleased to assure 
the members of the Dorsetshire Yeomanry Cavalry, that the Duchess 
has the greatest pleasure in allowing the Princess Victoria’s name to 
be used as proposed with that of the Regiment, as their Royal 
Highnesses never can forget the loyal and cordial feelings the Corps 
evinced on their passing through the County on their Tour last 
Summer to the West.

On the 21st October Colonel Frampton applied for 
permission, through the Lord Lieutenant, to assume 
this Title for the Regiment, and the following reply was 
received from Lord Melbourne, Secretary of State :— 
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Whitehall, 26th October, 1833. 


- ‘*T have to inform your Lordship that it is unusual to 
confer a mark of distinction upon any Corps unless for some particular 
service or other strong and special reasons; and that a similar 
application to the preceding has been very recently refused.” 


On the 25th March, 1834, a circular was issued by 
Lord Melbourne limiting the Permanent Duty to five 
days and curtailing the Pay and Allowances of the 
Yeomanry. 


\ 


In a letter from Colonel Frampton to Lord Digby, the 
former says, ‘‘ The spirits of the men are sadly hurt at 
the reduction of their Pay, thinking their services 
depreciated, etc., etc., a most unfortunate feeling at this 
time.” To this letter Lord Melbourne sent a reply to 
Lord Digby, who wrote on May ist to Col. Frampton, 
‘*Lord Melbourne said you might assure the men on the 
part of Government the alteration was only for this year, 
and that you might say anything civil to them.” 


The Regiment went into Quarters at Sherborne from 
Monday, September 28th, to Saturday, October 3rd, both 
days inclusive, as it did not come out as usual in the 
Spring, the Estimates not having been passed. The 
Regiment was not offczally inspected this year. 


On the rath August the Charborough Troop was 
disbanded on the application of Capt. Erle Drax.

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In July 60 short Cavalry Carbines were issued to 
the Regiment to replace the 60 Heavy Carbines and 
Bayonets then in possession. 


In the London Gazette Dec. 16th, 1837, an announce- 
ment appeared to the effect that the Worcestershire 
Yeomanry were allowed to assume the Title of ‘‘The 
Queen's Own Regiment.” On seeing this, Colonel 
Frampton wrote to the Lord Lieutenant mentioning the 
fact and requesting him to ‘‘apply to the Secretary to lay 
the case of the Dorset Regiment before Her Majesty 
with the earnest petition that she will be graciously 
pleased to remember Her former kindness and _ con- 
descension of which hitherto the Regiment has not been 
able to avail itself, and that it may now be allowed to 
assume the title of the ‘Queen's Own’ Regiment, an 
honour which the men have been most anxious to 
obtain.” 


On January 15th, 1838, Lord John Russell replied :— 


‘‘] beg to express my regret that having been obliged to advise the 
refusal to similar applications from other Corps, I cannot advise 
Her Majesty to comply with your Lordship’s wishes on the subject.” 


On the 31st March the ‘‘ Blandford,’ ‘‘ Wimborne,” 
and ‘‘ Isle of Purbeck and Wareham” Independent 
Troops were disbanded, Government effecting a reduction 
in the Public Expenditure. 
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Cornet Castleman, in a speech on the disbandment of 1838 


the Wimborne Troop, said that ‘‘ Lord John Russell had 
given them five days’ notice to deliver up their Arms, and 
that their services were no longer required.” 


On the 4th October, 1842, an escort of 3 Officers and 
36 N.C.O.’s and men assembled at St. Leonard’s Bridge 
on the Ringwood Road and escorted Her Majesty the 
Queen Dowager (Queen Adelaide) to Canford House. 
The Escort was composed of detachments from Captain 
Yeatman’s, Captain Frampton’s, and Captain Loftus’ 
Troops. 


The following letter was received :— 


Canford House, Oct. 5th, 1842. 
SIR, 

I am honoured by the Commands of Queen Adelaide to express to 
you, and request you will convey to the Officers, Non-commissioned 
Officers, and Privates of the Dorset Regiment of Yeomanry Cavalry, 
Her Majesty’s grateful sense of the attention which prompted them 
to escort Her Majesty to her present residence in their County. 
Nothing could have been more soldierlike or efficient than the 
Detachment, and Queen Adelaide requests that you will kindly take 
measures to make known to each individual composing the Escort 
the expression of Her Majesty’s grateful acknowledgments.

The question of the Title of the Regiment was again

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1843 of Colonel Frampton, and eventually the following 
letter was received, which was published in Regimental 
Orders June 21st, 1843 :—

On the 21st June the above letter was published in 
Regimental Orders with the accompanying remarks :-— 


‘* Lieut.-Colonel Frampton most heartily congratulates the Officers, 
tes on receiving this dis- 


discipline and credit of the Regiment, and he assures them it is with 


e pleasing 
duty of announcing to them this truly honourable mark of Her 
Majesty’s most gracious approbation.” 
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In February, 1844, Sheepskins and new cloth valises 1844 
were issued to the Regiment. On receipt of the above 
equipment each man returned his ‘‘ leathern Portmanteau 
which has hitherto been used by the Regiment” into 
Store. 


On the Occasion of his Resignation of the Command 1845 
of the Regiment Lieut.-Colonel Frampton published the 
following Regimental Order, dated 


Moreton, December 22nd, 1846. 


‘*The Lord Lieutenant having acceded to Lt.-Col. Frampton’s 
request and accepted his resignation of his Commission as Lt.-Col. 
Commandant, he cannot quit the command of the Regiment with- 
out inserting in the Orderly (sic) Book his most sincere and grateful 
thanks to every Officer, Non-commissioned Officer, and Private for the 
marked attention and assistance which he has invariably received 
from them ; and he cannot look back upon the Fifteen Years during 
which he has had the honour to command them without the greatest 
satisfaction in recollecting the undiminished eagerness of every 
individual to contribute by his active exertions to support the credit 
of the Regiment, their ready and cheerful compliance with all the 
duties required, the uninterrupted harmony which has prevailed, and 
the entire confidence they have had the goodness to place in him as 
their Commanding Officer, which has so materially tended to promote 
that discipline which has obtained the unqualified approbation of 
every Field Officer by whom the Regiment has been Inspected. 


He therefore takes his leave with feelings of the deepest interest 
for the future prosperity of the Regiment, and with the most Earnest 
wishes that it may increase in numbers and continue to maintain its 
present high reputation for respectability, zeal, .and efficiency.” 


On the resignation of Col. Frampton, Lieut.-Colonel 1846 
the Earl of Ilchester was appointed Lieut.-Colonel 
Commandant. February rath, 1846. 


1847 
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The following extracts from Regimental Orders, 
12, 2, 47, are here given :— 


‘¢ The Lieut.-Colonel intends to issue at as early a time as they can 
be procured, a complete set of horse appointments to each N.C.O. 
and man.” 


‘‘Tt having been considered desirable and more regular that the 
Lieut.-Colonel should take the whole of the Clothing and Contingent 
money into the Regimental Fund, and find all the members in their 
Clothing and Horse appointments, no further issue of.money to the 
Captains for that purpose will take place.” 


The inspecting Officer in May, 1853, remarked :— 


‘‘He recommended great attention being paid to the 
Carbine practice on Horseback as well as on foot, as, 
without that, Yeomanry would be of little use if called 
out on Service.” 


In February, 1854, the Regiment was furnished with 
‘‘New Carbines to replace the old Flint Lock Carbines 
and pistols which were pronounced unfit for Service.” 


Extract from the London Gazette, July 30th, 1855 :— 


‘* Charles Tindal Griffis, late Captain 14th Light Dragoons, to be 
adjutant vice Firth, deceased.” 


Lieut.-Colonel the Earl of IIchester being about to 
resion published the following Regimental Order :— 
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London, June 28th, 1836. 


** Lieut.-Colonel the Earl of IIchester having felt it incumbent 
upon him to tender his resignation of the Command of the ‘ Queen’s 
Own’ Regiment of Yeomanry Cavalry from the sense of age, and the 
feeling of growing infirmity and inability in performing the duties 
belonging to it, cannot notify his determination to the Regiment to 
which he has been so many years attached, without expressing his 
great regret that the moment has arrived which enforces on him the 
necessity of taking this step. 


The Lieut.-Colonel will not lose this opportunity of attempting to 
convey his sincere and grateful thanks to every Officer and every 
individual in the Regiment for their great zeal and constant kindness 
towards himself, and also for the ready attention at all times paid to 
every wish that he has expressed to them. Lord IIchester must add 
that the credit of the Regiment, and its welfare, will always be his 
most earnest desire, and whatever he can do to promote that welfare 
will be a pleasure as well as a duty: 


He cannot but look back with just pride to the great approbation 
which has invariably attended the annual inspections by every Field 
Officer, not only while he has had the honour of Commanding the 
Regiment, but also in the time of their late excellent Lieutenant- 
Colonel ; and he feels confident under his successor, with the known 
anxiety of all to do well, the character of the ‘Queen’s Own’ Regiment 
will be long and steadily maintained. 

In now taking leave of the Regiment which has been for so many 
years an honourable testimony to the Patriotic and Military Spirit of 
the County of Dorset, Lord Ilchester will only express his earnest 
hope and belief that it will be conspicuous for its good conduct, and 
that it will maintain its present high reputation for personal 
respectability, as well as for its zeal for Her Majesty’s Service, and 
for its general Soldierlike efficiency.” 


Regimental Order, No. 1, August 7th, 1856 :— 


‘¢ Lieut.-Colonel Lord Rivers to be Lieut.-Colonel Commandant vice 
the Earl of Ilchester, resigned.” 


On February 26th, 1859, the Lieut.-Colonel Command- 
ant ordered ‘‘ the new Regulation Light Dragoon 
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Tunic and blue Trousers with white Stripes for the 
Regiment.” 


‘‘The tunic is strictly similar to the Light Dragoon 
Pattern with this exception, that there are three loops of 
cord on the breast instead of five. Lace silver, Facings 
scarlet. 


The trousers of the same colour as the Tunic with 
White Cloth Stripes for all parades, etc., when the scarlet 


stripes were formerly worn, and silver stripes for full 
dress. 


The undress Jacket is not altered.” 


‘‘ Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to approve 
of the Queen’s Own Dorsetshire Yeomanry Cavalry, 
consisting of six troops of sixty-seven, N.C.O.’s, and 
men, instead of five troops of seventy-nine, N.C.O.’s, and 
men. The total Establishment being 25 officers and 
408 N.C.O.’s and men.” 


The Regimental Band under Bandmaster Eyers took 


Ist Prize at the Crystal Palace this year, also 1st at 
Exeter in 1861. 


In January, 1865, application was made for a ‘‘ supply 
of Rifled Carbines in exchange for the old smooth bore 
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Carbine now in use . . . . as the inefficiency of 1865 


the present Carbine prevents the men from taking any 
interest in practising with it.” 


In reply the Director of Stores authorized the issue of 
not more than 250 ‘‘ Rifled Pagets,”’ the stock of these 
Arms being ‘‘so limited.”’ 


Extract from the London Gazette, July 19th, 1866 :— 


‘ Lieut.-Colonel the Lord Digby, to be Lieut-Colonel Commandant 
vice Lord Rivers, deceased.” 


Regimental Order, July 28th, 1866 :— 


‘‘Her Majesty having been pleased to appoint Lord Digby Lieut.- 
Colonel Commandant of the ‘Queen’s Own’ Yeomanry Cavalry 
rendered vacant by the lamented death of Lord Rivers, he cannot 
assume the command of the Regiment without expressing his sense 
of the loss it has sustained. He hopes that during the time he may 
command the Regiment its efficiency and discipline will not suffer, 
and confidently reckons on the hearty support and zeal of every 
Officer, Non-commissioned Officer, and Private to assist him in 
maintaining for the Regiment that high character it has so long 
enjoyed.” 


On the 6th May. Mr. Secretary Cardwell caused a 


letter to be written to the Lieut.-Colonel Commandant 
asking the following questions :—

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Lord Digby replied as follows, May roth, 1869 :— 


1. ‘* The name of the Regiment is the ‘ Queen’s Own’ Dorset. 


2. The number of Private men on the Roll, including Farriers, 
on April 1st was 308. In addition there were 6 Troop 
Quarter Masters, 18 Sergeants, 18 Corporals, and 
3 Trumpceters—total, 353. 


3. Average number of Troop Drills attended by each man in 
the years 1866-68 were two each year.” 


In March, 1870, the ‘‘ Westley Richards” Carbine was 


served out to the Regiment in place of the ‘ Rifled 
Pagets.”’ 


The conditions for shooting for the Regimental Cup 
were that the Competitors should assemble at ‘‘ proper 


Rifle Ranges and fire 3 rounds at 200 yards, and 3 rounds 
at—say 300 yards.” 


Minterne, August 6th, 1870. 


‘¢ Lieut.-Colonel Lord Digby regrets to feel that the time has 
come for his resigning the Command of the Q.O.D.Y.C. and for no 
longer continuing to serve in a Regiment with which he has 
been so agreeably associated for 22 years.. He cannot forget the 
cordial assistance and zealous attention which both Officers, Non- 
commissioned Officers, and Privates have at all times rendered in 


maintaining the high character of the Regiment, and desires to 
return them his thanks for the same. 


He feels in wishing them farewell that he has the great gratification 
of leaving the efficiency and military bearing of the Regiment in the 
same excellent state in which it has so long been acknowledged to be 
by all the Officers sent down to inspect it, and which high Character 
Lord Digby feels certain it will never forfeit.” 
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Extract from the London Gazette, September 23rd, 
1870 :— 


‘¢ Lieut.-Colonel Lord Richard de Aquila Grosvenor, to be Lieut.- 
Colonel Commandant vice Lord Digby, resigned. 


On July rst, 1873, the strength of the Regiment 
(all ranks) was 278, the establishment for same 434, and 


the following remarks were made in the Confidential 
Report :— 


‘*His Royal Highness, the Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief is 
gratified at the favourable opinion of the Officer who Inspected the 
Regiment as to its efficiency, and trusts that the numbers will be 
completed to the strength of the Regiment before the next 
inspection.” 


This was the first year that the old Booted Overalls 
were replaced by pantaloons, and the men were ordered 


to wear ‘‘their own Butcher Boots” on all mounted 
Parades. 


The Annual Confidential Report upon the Regiment 
for the year 1875 concludes with the observation :-— 


“His Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief is 


pleased to observe that the report of the Inspecting Officer is very 
satisfactory.” 


On May 13th, 1876, the Regiment assembled at 
Weymouth for Permanent Duty under the Command of 
Major Yeatman, in the unavoidable absence of the 
Lieut.-Colonel Commandant, Lord Richard Grosvenor.

Officer, Lieut.-Colone] Mussenden, Commanding 8th

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Royal Irish Hussars, observed in the remarks he 1877 


addressed to the Regiment on the conclusion of the 
Review (May 18, 1877) :— 


‘‘T wish to congratulate those four men of the 
Blandford Troop, Captain Hambro’s Troop, who after 
a long day’s work here, went to the other end of Devon- 
shire, Okehampton, and carried away the mounted 
Prize. I think it is exceedingly to their Credit that 
they should have done so. I am told that the same 
section won the ‘All England prize’ at Wimbledon 
on a previous occasion. Depend upon it that sort of 


practice is the very best sort of exercise the Yeomanry 
can have. 


Men, who ride horses and use their Carbines as these 


men can, if they went on Service would be the very deau- 
zdeal of light cavalry.” 


Afterwards the Lieut.-Colonel Commandant called the 
men out before the Regiment and expressed to them his 
great satisfaction at their success. 


In July the same team was placed second for the Loyd- 
Lindsay at Wimbledon, the Warwickshire Yeomanry 
winning with a score of 78. The Dorset team scored 


81 on the target, but were penalized 5 points for 
overtime. 
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1878 In 1878 the conditions for the Loyd-Lindsay at 
Wimbledon were changed to 500 and 600 yards, and the 
first prize was won by the Dorset Team.

New regulations, which none of the competing teams 
knew until they came to the starting point, were adopted 
with regard to mounting and dismounting. This dis- 
concerted all the sections, and none of them completed 
the course within the allotted time. Some of the sections 
made considerably less than nothing ! 


1879 There appears to have been no training this year, 
the reason for which is not stated in any of the 


Regimental documents. Upon enquiry the following 
letter was received by the compiler :—

were not assembled for Permanent Duty in 1879, in consequence of 


the depressed state of Agriculture—four paid Troop drills being 
allowed instead and no Inspections were held.

On November 23rd Captain Griffis, the Adjutant, 
retired on a pension, after having served with the 
Regiment for twenty-four years, and Capt. Augustus 
B. Foster was appointed acting Adjutant from April 2nd.

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In connection with the above Lord R. Grosvenor 
published the following farewell order :— 


“It is with great regret that Lord Richard Grosvenor is compelled 
to resign the active command of the ‘ Queen’s Own’ Dorset Yeomanry 
Cavalry owing to his duties in the House of Commons rendering it 
impossible for him to give that close attention to the affairs of the 
Regiment, whilst on permanent Duty and at other times, which its 
necessarily the duty of the Commanding Officer, but he is glad to say 
he will still be able to maintain his interest in the Regiment, as 
Her Majesty has been graciously pleased to allow him to take the 
rank of Honorary Colonel, and he will therefore be enabled to keep - 
unbroken the link with which he has been connected with the 
Regiment so many years, and will therefore be able to continue the 
friendly feeling which he has every reason to believe has so long 
existed between every member of the Regiment and himself. 


Lord R. Grosvenor begs to thank every Officer, Non-commissioned 
Officer, and Private for the uniform courtesy and kindness which has 
been accorded to him, and trusts that each one will use his best 


endeavours to maintain the high character which the Regiment has 
for discipline and efficiency. 


Lord R. Grosvenor regrets to announce the retirement of Major 


Yeatman, who has served so long in the Regiment, and has con- 
tributed much to its efficiency. 


Lord R. Grosvenor feels that in handing over the command of the 
Regiment to Lieut.-Colonel (late Captain) Hambro he is giving it into 
the hands of a smart and able Officer, one who being a resident in the 
County will take a never ceasing interest in the Regiment and will 
work continuously and zealously for the good of the Regiment.” 


On May 12th Lieut.-Colonel Hambro published the 
following Regimental Order :— 


‘¢ Lieut.-Colonel Hambro having had the honour of being appointed 
to the command of the ‘Queen’s Own’ Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry 
desires to give expression to the feeling of regret which is felt by 
himself, and he believes by the Officers, Non-commissioned Officers,

great loss to the Regiment, but at the same time he is happy to state 

that Major Yeatman has intimated to him his continued interest 1n its 
welfare and success. 


Lieut.-Colone! Hambro trusts that by the co-operation and support 
of all those under his command he may be enabled to maintain the 
Regiment in the same high state of efficiency for which it has always 
been celebrated.” 


The following extract from the Annual Confidential 


Report on the Regiment was received :— 
July 14, 1882. 


‘‘His Royal Highness considers the Report upon this Regiment 
very satisfactory. The Inspecting Officer speaks very favourably of 
Lt.-Colonel Hambro, the Commanding Officer, and of the Regiment 
generally. Outpost duty and reconnaissance are stated to have been 
well done, and the system of Troop Drills at Head Quarters is 
reported as good. 


His Royal Highness has noticed with regret the large number (127) 
wanting to complete the establishment, and he trusts that no efforts 
will be wanting to recruit this Regiment up to its full strength.”

‘‘Dorset Yeomanry. Captain W. E. M. Rough, 7th Dragoon 
Guards, to be Adjutant, in succession to Captain the Honble. E. 
Vesey, gth Lancers, who resigns that appointment (November 2oth).” 


In connection with above :— 


‘¢Lieut.-Colonel Hambro desires to express on behalf of himself 
and of the Regiment in general, the great regret they feel at losing 
Captain Vesey’s services before the expiration of the time of his 
appointment. Lieut.-Colonel Hambro also wishes to convey to 
Captain Vesey his hearty thanks and those of the Officers of the 
Reyiment for the great zeal and ability he has always shewn in the 
discharge of his duties, and their appreciation of the benefit he has 
thereby rendered to the Regiment, which he now leaves in a far 
higher state of efficiency, both as regards its equipment and drill, 
than it was when he first assumed the duties of Adjutant in 1879.” 


The same day, Dec. 31st, 1883, the following Order 
was published :— 


‘¢ Lieut.-Colonel Hambro hereby expresses his sincere regret, and 


that of his Officers, at the death of Major Griffis which occurred at 
Dorchester on the 27th inst. 


The late Major Griffis was Adjutant of the ‘Queen’s Own’ Dorset 
Yeomanry from 1855 to 1879, a period of 24 years.” 


In January, 1884, the Blandford and Wimborne 


Troops furnished an escort to H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales. 


The Confidential Report on the Regiment for the year 
1884 was as follows :— 


‘His Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief, 
considers the report upon this Regiment very Creditable.” 
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At the Meeting of the Dorset Volunteer Association 1884 


held at Maiden Castle, June roth and rith, 1884, 
Sergt. R. Cave won the ‘‘ Members’ Cup,” value £5, and 
eleven other prizes were secured by members of the 
Regiment. 


In July the Regiment was placed second in the 
Competition at Wimbledon for the Inter-Yeomanry Cup 
with a Score of 305 points, the Middlesex Yeomanry 
winning with 307, while the Ayrshire men were third 
with 302. Twenty Teams competed. The Dorset Team 
won £8.

In December the Regiment was numbered 23rd in 
Order of Precedence among the various Yeomanry 
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1884 Regiments, the date of its formation being reckoned

from December 16th, 1830.  Lieut.-Colonel Hambro 
pointed out that the ‘‘ Dorset Volunteer Rangers” 
existed as far back as 1794, and ‘*much regretted 


to learn that this earlier service was not taken into 
account.” 


In January, 1885, the following changes in the 
Uniform of the Regiment were ordered :— 


‘‘The Tunics of all ranks to be converted to Hussar 
pattern by the addition of three bars or loops of lace or 
braid as the case may be. White horsehair plumes to be 
worn as throat ornaments by Officers’ chargers.” 


On Thursday, May 21st, the Regiment assembled for 


the first time for zo days’ combined Troop Drills and 
Permanent Duty at Weymouth. 


On the 25th idem (Whit Monday) the Regiment took 
part in a sham fight and review under the command of 
Lieut.-General Sir G. Willis, K.C.B., Commanding 
Southern District. The force present numbered 3,000. 


The Confidential Report upon the Regiment for this 
year was as follows :— 


‘‘The state of efficiency and smartness of this Regiment as 
reported by Colonel Marshall, is in the highest degree satisfactory, 
and His Royal Highness is much pleased with the report.” 
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At the Meeting of the Dorset Volunteer Association 1885 
on June oth and roth, members of the Regiment secured 
four first and 13 other prizes. 


On June 24th at the Royal Military Tournament, 
Islington, Surgeon Daniell won the 2nd Prize for Lemon 
Cutting, after having tied three times in succession with 
his opponent—a Riding Master—for this event. 


At the Competition for the Inter-Yeomanry Cup this 
year at Wimbledon the Regiment was 3rd in order of 
merit with a score of 297, winning a prize of £5, the 
Ayrshire being rst with a score of 347, while the 
Shropshire Yeomanry were 2nd with a score of 309. 
Eighteen teams competed, and this was the last year that 
the Snider Carbine was used in this Cup Competition. 


In February, 1886, the Snider Carbines in possession 1886 
of the Regiment were withdrawn and the Martini-Henry 
Carbine issued in its place. 


‘‘Now that the Regiment is armed with a really 
good Carbine the Commanding Officer expects that 
more attention will be given to Rifle shooting by all 
ranks,” * 


The Regiment having assembled for 10 days’ combined

arrangements in 1885, this course was now authorized for 
all Yeomanry Regiments in future. 


The Confidential Report on the Regiment for the year 
1886 was :— 


‘*His Royal Highness is glad to receive so favourable a report on 
this Regiment, which seems to be remarkably well mounted.” 


At the Meeting of the Dorset Volunteer Association at 
Maiden Castle, on June 16th, members of the Regiment 
won the following prizes in the open Competitions :— 


Three first Prizes, including the ‘‘ Members’ Cup,” by 
Trooper Scutt, of the Dorchester Troop, Corpl. Bartlett, 
Blandford, being second. Eleven other prizes. 


At the Meeting of the National Rifle Association, at 
Wimbledon, in July, the Regiment sent two teams to 
compete for the Inter-Yeomanry Cup, and Qr.-Mr. E. W. 
Cave’s Team secured the 3rd Prize of 45 with a score

Colonel Hambro is confident that his regret is shared by all ranks 
of the Regiment, which owes so much to the zeal with which he 
carried on his duties.” 


The Regiment assembled for 10 days’ combined Troop 
Drills and Permanent Duty at Weymouth on May rath, 
1887, and on the roth idem an escort of 12 Rank and 
File, under the command of Troop Sergt.-Major Stride, 
met His Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge at the 
Railway Station on the occasion of His Royal Highness’s 
visit to Weymouth to inspect the Regiment. 


On May 2oth the Regiment paraded in Review Order 
and was inspected by His Royal Highness the Field 
Marshal Commander-in-Chief. 


On May 27th the following letter, dated May 21st, 
from Lord Wolseley, Adjutant-General to the Forces, to 
Lieut.-General Sir G. Willis, K.C.B., Commanding the 


Southern District, was received :— 


‘But His Royal Highness’s principal object in visiting Weymouth 
was to inspect the Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry. He has been much 
pleased with the Corps in every respect. The Officers and men are 
smart, well dressed, and well drilled, considering the short time 
allowed to train them, and the Regiment is, above all, well and 
satisfactorily mounted. His Royal Highness desires that you will 
communicate these remarks to Colonel Hambro, the Officer Com- 
manding.” 
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The Confidential Report on the Regiment for this year 1887 
contained the following passage :— 


‘‘His Royal Highness has already expressed his entire approval 
of the condition of the Regiment at its last inspection, which reflects 
credit upon Colonel Hambro, its Commanding Officer. The Yeomen 
were extremely well turned out, and the horses exceptionally good.”’ 

On June 2nd an escort, consisting of 1 Troop Sergt.- 
Major, 2 Sergeants, and 24 Rank and File, under the 
Command of Lieut. L. Dawson-Damer, was furnished by 
the Dorchester and Melbury Troops on the occasion of 
the visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to 
Dorchester. 


On June 3rd the following letter was received by 
Colonel Hambro from the Town Clerk of Dorchester :— 


“Yam directed by the Corporation of this Borough to convey to 
you their deep sense of the assistance rendered to them by you and 
the Troops under your Command in maintaining order on the occasion 
of the recent visit of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to the 
town, and I am also requested to add the personal thanks of the 
Mayor for your kind and generous support of him in carrying out the 
arrangements made for His Royal Highness’s reception.” 


On the 8th idem the Officer Commanding the jgth 
Regimental District forwarded the following remarks, 


received by him from the Assistant Adjutant-General, 
Southern District, to Colonel Hambro :— 


‘‘T am directed by the General Commanding to convey to you ° 
His Royal Highness the .Prince of Wales’s expression of great 
satisfaction with the military arrangements made for His Royal 
Highness’s reception at Dorchester on the 2nd inst., and the very 
creditable appearance of the Troops on that occasion.” 


1887 
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Efforts were made this year for the attendance of 
a strong squadron of the Dorset ‘‘Queen’s Own” 
Yeomanry at the ‘‘ Jubilee Review” held at Aldershot 
July oth by Her Majesty the Queen ; but ‘‘ owing to the 
inability of the: London and South-Western Railway 
Company to guarantee the necessary amount of transport” 
the proposal was abandoned. 


On July 21st the representatives of the Regiment were 
successful in winning the Inter-Yeomanry Cup at the 
Meeting of the National Rifle Association, Wimbledon.

In May, 1888, Capt. R. Dymond (late 3rd Hussars), 
of Charminster, presented two Challenge Cups—known 
as the ‘‘ Dymond Cups ’’—to the Regiment.

‘‘His Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief is much satisfied 
with the Confidential Report on the Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry, which 
appears to be well commanded by Colonel Hambro. 


Several of the Officers have been specially commended, and the 
Regiment maintains its efficiency in every way. 
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1888 The horses are reported as extremely good and suitable, and much 
attention has apparently been paid to Reconnaisance and Outpost 
work, at which important duties the Yeomen are said to have shewn 
much intelligence. His Royal Highness regrets the falling off in the 
recruiting of this excellent Yeomanry Regiment.” 


The following extract from the London Gazette, Oct. 
22nd, 1888, was published for information :— 


‘Yeomanry Cavalry. Dorset (‘Queen’s Own’) Captain Charles 
William Thompson, 7th Dragoon Guards, to be Adjutant, vice Major 
W. E. M. Rough, 7th Dragoon Guards, whose tenure of the appoint- 
ment expires (November 2oth).”’ 


On Major Rough’s retirement the following Reg- 
mental Order was published.:— 


‘‘The Colonel Commanding cannot let the occasion of Major 
Rough’s retirement from the Adjutancy pass without expressing his 
regret that he is leaving the Regiment. 


Colonel Hambro feels that it is greatly due to Major Rough’s 
untiring efforts to promote the welfare and efficiency of the Regiment, 
that it has so often attracted the notice of His Royal Highness 
the Commander-in-Chief, and has so distinguished itself both at 
Wimbledon and at the local Rifle Meetings ; and Colonel Hambro, 
while thanking Major Rough for his past services, wishes him in his 
own name, and in the name of the Regiment, every success in his 
future career.” 


In November the ‘‘ National Defence Act” was passed, 
under the provisions of which all future Yeomanry 
recruits would be liable in case of emergency to serve in 
any part of the United Kingdom. 


The Act. was not made retrospective, but on circulars 
being sent to all members of the Regiment, it was found 
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that every member then serving cheerfully subscribed to 1888 
the terms of the new Act. 


In April, 1889, sword frogs were provided for the 1889 
Regiment in order to carry the sword, when mounted, on 
the saddle instead of in slings as heretofore. 


The Regiment assembled at Weymouth for ro days’ 
combined Troop Drills and Permanent Duty on May 
23rd ; and on the 2gth the Regiment marched, in recon- 
noitring formation, to Maiden Castle, where a position 
with dummy guns, limbers, and troops had been prepared 
under the direction of Colonel King, Commanding the 
39th Regimental District. Fire was opened by dis- 
mounted men at unknown ranges, commencing at an 
estimated distance of 650 yards, and the position was 
regularly attacked, each man having been furnished with 
20 rounds of ball ammunition. At the close of the 
Operation it was found that the percentage of hits to 
rounds fired was 34°56, and the shooting was described 
in the Official report of the Chief Umpire (Colonel King) 
as ‘‘ very good tndced.”’ 


The Regiment was officially inspected by Colonel E. 
A. Wood, C.B., Inspector of Auxiliary Cavalry, who in 
his remarks to the Regiment at the close of the Review 
hoped that such a ‘‘ Vodle Regiment’’ would turn up in 
greater force next year. 


1889 
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The Annual Confidential Report upon the State of the 
Regiment this year was as follows :— 


‘His Royal Highness is very well satisfied with the Confidential 
Report on the Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry. 


The Yeomen are said to be very smart, well turned out, well 
mounted, and to take intelligent interest in Outpost Duty. 


His Royal Highness regrets the continued falling off in the 
Recruiting of this Regiment which he saw in much greater strength 
in 1887.” 

At the Meeting of the National Rifle Association at 
Wimbledon this year the 2nd team of the Dorset 
Yeomanry was placed 2nd in Order of Merit in the 
Competition for the Inter-Yeomanry Cup with a score of 
448, and were the winners of £8. 


The 1st Team was placed 3rd in the Order of Merit 
with a score of 441 points, winning 45. The Ayrshire 
Yeomanry won with a score of 479. Fifteen Teams 
competed. 


Corporal J. Fowler, of the Melbury Troop, made the

With reference to this Competition an extract from the 
report of the Zzmes newspaper of July 2oth, 1889, is 
given :— 

‘*The Ayrshire men of both teams rode very fast, and were well 
horsed, but the palm, as far as horsemanship was concerned, must be 


allotted to the Dorsetshire men, who took their fences remarkably 
well together. 


Between the 2nd Ayrshire and the 2nd Dorsetshire there was very 
little to choose in the matter of shooting, and those who listened for 
the sound of the bullets as they pierced the canvas targets felt that it 
must be a very near thing between them . . . . butif 
marks had been added for good and soldierlike horsemanship the 
order of the first two teams might perhaps have been reversed.” 


This was the last year of the N.R.A. meeting at 
Wimbledon. 


At the Meeting of the Dorset Volunteer Association at 
Maiden Castle the Blandford Troop won the ‘C” 
Competition (Volleys), and ten other open prizes were 
won by members of the Regiment. 


On January 16th, 1890, the Blandford and Wimborne 1890 
Troops supplied an escort, under the Command of Capt. 
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1890 Elliott Lees, M.P.,* for His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales from Canford Manor to Kinson, where they 
were relieved by an escort of the Hampshire Carabineers 
at the county boundary. In the evening they escorted 
His Royal Highness back from Kinson to Canford 
Manor, when His Royal Highness personally thanked 
Captain Lees and the escort. 


On the 18th the same detachment escorted His Royal 
Highness from Canford Manor to Poole Station. 


The following Special Memorandum was received, 


January 22nd :— 


‘¢The General Commanding the Southern District has received the 
gracious commands of the Prince of Wales to express His Royal 
Highness’s satisfaction at the extremely smart and soldierlike appear- 
ance of the escorts furnished on the 16th and 18th inst., and also with 
the efficient manner tn which their somewhat fatiguing duties were 


carried out.” 


The following is an extract from the London Gazette, 
April rst :— 


‘Dorset ‘Queen’s Own’ Yeomanry. Honorary Colonel R. de A. 
Lord Stalbridge resigns his commission, also is permitted to retain 
his rank and continue to wear the Uniform of the Regiment on his 
Retirement. 

Lieut.-Colonel and Honorary Colonel C. J. T. Hambro is appointed 
Honorary Colonel of the Regiment. 

Major and Honorary Lieut.-Colonel J. R. P. Goodden to be Lieut.- 
Colonel.” 


* Captain Lees’ charger on this occasion was ‘‘ Damon," the horse on which he 
twice won the House of Commons Steeplechase. C. T 
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‘‘ After more than 35 years’ service in the Regiment 18go0 
(during 19 years of which he was in command of the 
Blandford Troop), Colonel Hambro cannot resign the 
Command of the ‘Queen's Own’ Yeomanry Cavalry 
without feelings of the deepest regret; a regret which 
would be deeper if the honour which Her Majesty has 
conferred upon him, by appointing him Honorary 
Colonel of the Regiment (in place of Lord Stalbridge 
who has resigned) had not continued his connection with 
it and enabled him still to take an active and personal 
interest in its welfare, which it will always be his 
endeavour to promote in every way in his power. 
Colonel Hambro wishes to convey his sincere thanks to 
every Officer and man who has served under him for the 
cordial and hearty support he has ever received from 
them during the eight years he has had the honour to 
command the Regiment; and in handing over the 
Regiment now to Colonel Goodden, he feels confident 
that the Regiment will be commanded by an Officer who 
has its best interests at heart, and who will do all in his 
power to maintain its present reputation.” 


‘* Lieut.-Colonel Goodden desires to express his great 
regret at the retirement of Colonel Hambro under whose 
able command the Regiment has reached its present high 
state of efficiency, and also at the final retirement of 
Honorary Colonel Lord Stalbridge, who initiated many 
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1890 of the great reforms and improvements which have taken 
place of late years in the Regiment. 


Lieut.-Colonel Goodden feels confident that both 
Officers and men will co-operate with him in_ the 
endeavour to make the Regiment second to none in the 
Service.” * 


On May 22nd the Regiment assembled at Weymouth 
for 10 days combined Troop Drills and Permanent 
Duty, and on the 29th it was inspected in Outposts and 
on the 3oth in Parade and Field Movements by Lieut.- 
General Sir Drury Lowe, K.C.B., Inspector General of 
Cavalry, who addressed the Regiment as follows at the 
close of the Review :— 


‘“Before I came to Weymouth I had a very good 
report of the Dorset Yeomanry, and therefore expected to 
find something a little out of the common. I am glad to 
say my expectations have not been disappointed. The 
Dorset Yeomanry is a very smart Regiment, well turned 
out, extremely clean, and well mounted. . . . Ido 
not wish for one moment to say the Regiment is perfect, 
because it is not, but the Regiment is as good as any | 
have seen; and, although I do not wish to be invidious, 
I can truthfully say a little better.”

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The Regimental Sports at Lodmoor were brought to a 1890 
conclusion by a match between a section of ‘‘G” Battery 
Royal Horse Artillery and a section of the Regiment. 

The events were Shooting (10 shots at 500 yards), Loyd- 
Lindsay, Heads and Posts, Tent Pegging, and Lemon 
Cutting. 


The first three events were won by the Dorset 
Yeomanry (the Loyd-Lindsay being given a walk over), 
thus leaving them the winners of the match by the odd 
event. 


The Confidential Report upon the Regiment for this 
year was as follows :— 

‘*His Royal Highness is very much satisfied with the Confidential 
Report upon the Dorset Yeomanry Cavalry, which appears to be ably 


commanded by Colonel Goodden, and who | is evidently well supported. 
by the other Officers. 


Both Yeomen and Horses are said to have turned out in a very 
creditable manner, the drill good, and the outpost duty intelligently 
and carefully carried out. 


His Royal Highness can only regret the continued decrease in the 
numbers of this otherwise excellent Yeomanry Regiment.” 


At the Meeting of the Dorset Volunteer Association 
this year the Blandford Troop was second in the Volley 
Firing, and two other prizes were secured by Members of 
the Regiment. 


Surgeon Daniell won the 2nd Prize for Tent Pegging 
(Officers) at the Military Tournament, Islington.

On December 13th an escort formed from the Bland- 
ford and Wimborne Troops under the Command of 


Capt. Elliott Lees, M.P., escorted His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales from Crichel House to Wimborne.

‘©The Colonel Commanding desires to .express his 1891 »

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales expressed 
his approval of the escort to Colonel Goodden.” * 


Colonel Hambro having died abroad on April 11th, the 
following Regimental Order was published :— 


‘‘It is with feelings of deepest sorrow that Colonel Goodden 
announces the untimely death on the r1th April of Colonel Hambro, 
Honorary Colonel of the Regiment. Colonel Hambro retired from 
the active command of the Regiment in April, 1890, having served 
for thirty-seven years. During the eight years Colonel Hambro 
commanded the Regiment he gained the respect and esteem of every 
man who served under him. Officers will wear mourning when in 
Uniform till the end of the ensuing Permanent Duty.” 


Colonel Hambro was buried on April 21st at Milton 
Abbey, Blandford, and the remains were escorted through 
Dorchester by detachments from the Dorchester and 
Melbury Troops. At Milton Abbey the Blandford 
Troop, with detachments from the Sherborne, Blackmore 
Vale, and Wimborne Troops paraded, together with the 
Band of the Regiment and all the Officers, and escorted 
the remains to the grave.

A match between 3 Officers of the Regiment and 
3 Officers of * G” Battery Royal Horse Artillery for a 
silver cup, and a section of men Dorset Yeomanry 
against a section R.H.A. for 2 sovereigns, was decided at 
the annual Tournament held at Lodmoor.

In the Officers’ match the Yeomanry won the Heads 
and Posts, were beaten in Tent Pegging, and led all the 
way through the Lemon Cutting until the last run, when 
it was a possible win for the R.H.A. if their man 
succeeded in cutting both lemons.

“It is Colonel Goodden’s pleasing duty to congratulate 
the Regiment, and the winning teams in particular, on 
the very great success that has attended their efforts on 
the ranges this year. Not only was the Inter-Yeomanry 
Cup won at Bisley and brought down to Weymouth for 
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the third time in its history, but also the very gratifying 1892 
intelligence has been received that the ‘Queen’s Own’ 
have won the (Hythe) Inter-Yeomanry Challenge Cup, 
value £108. This latter Cup was bought four years ago 
by subscription of most of the Yeomanry Regiments, 
and becomes the absolute property of any Regiment 
winning it four times, not necessarily in succession. 
The individual prizes, which have hitherto been a 
distinguishing feature of this match, were discontinued 
this year, but it is hoped they will be re-instituted next 
year.

The whole of the Yeomanry Force was this year re- 
organized, and the provisions of the new scheme were 
published in Army Order 22, of January, 1893. 


The outlines of the scheme, which was to come into 
effect from April 1st, were :— 


(1.) Yeomanry Regiments will be organized in Squadrons. 


(5.) The Permanent Staff of a Yeomanry Regiment will consist of 
one Non-commissioned Officer for general duties, and one for each 


Squadron. 
(8.) Yeomanry Regiments will be associated together in Brigades. 


(g9.) Yeomanry Regiments forming a Brigade wiil train together in 
Brigade Camp at least once in every three years. 


(10.) The Senior Commanding Officer of the Regiments of a 
Brigade will command the Brigade. 
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(11.) One Adjutant only per Brigade will be allowed, and vacancies 1893 
amongst existing Adjutants will be absorbed as they occur. When 
supernumerary Adjutants have been absorbed, the remaining 
Adjutants in each Brigade will be gazetted as Brigade Adjutant. 


(18.) In addition to the ammunition required for the Musketry 
course and practice, ball ammunition up to 20 rounds per man will be 
issued free to Commanding Officers, on requisition, for the purpose of 
practice. 


(19.) An extra grant of £1 will be made during the two years 1893 
and 1894 for each Non-commissioned Officer and Trumpeter, and 
Private who, in addition to the requirements as to efficiency 
prescribed by para. 239 Yeomanry Regulations, has in the Trained 
Yeoman’s course, or in the Recruit’s Musketry course, passed out of 
the 3rd class. 


(20.) If a Yeoman fails for two consecutive years to pass out of the 
3rd class in the Annual Musketry course, he will be struck off the 
strength of the force. 


(21.) If a Yeomanry Regiment passes three consecutive years 
without going into Brigade Camp, no contingent allowance will be 
granted to it for the last of those years, except under the most special 
circumstances. 


(22.) One day’s pay at the rate of 3s. 6d. will be allowed annually 
to each Non-Commissioned Officer, Trumpeter, and Private who 
attends the Musketry course and passes out of the 3rd class. 


The Dorset Yeomanry was Brigaded to the Hamp- 
shire Carabineers Yeomanry and the organization and 
establishment of the Brigade was as follows :—

‘*The Regiment will be organized in two squadrons. The present 
‘Dorchester,’ ‘Melbury,’ and ‘Sherborne’ Troops will constitute ‘A’ 
Squadron with Head Quarters at Maiden Newton, and the ‘ Black- 
more Vale,’ ‘ Blandtord,’ and ‘Wimborne’ Troops will form ‘B’ 
Squadron with Head Quarters at Blandford. . . . . The present 
constitution of Troops will not be interfered with, but the word 
‘ Field’ will in each case be inserted before the word ‘ Troop,’ #.e., the 
Dorchester Troop will be known, after April rst next, as the

On the publication of the results of the Annual 
Musketry Course for the previous year the following 
Regimental Order was promulgated April 18th :— 


‘*It is with much satisfaction that Colonel Goodden announces the 
result of the Annual Musketry Course last year. The Dorset 
Yeomanry is second among all the Yeomanry Regiments in Indi- 
vidual firing, with a percentage of 52°33, having exercised every man. 
The Glasgow Yeomanry is placed 1st with a Figure of Merit of 52'59 
and a percentage of 5.74 not exercised.

On May 25th the Portsmouth Brigade of Yeomanry, 
consisting of the Hampshire Carabineers, under the 
Command of Colonel the Honble. H. G. L. Crichton, 
and the Dorset ‘*Queen’s Own” Yeomanry, under 
Colonel Goodden, marched into Bournemouth for their 
annual combined Permanent Duty and Troops Drills. 
The Brigade was commanded by Colonel Crichton (the 
senior Commanding Officer), with Major the Earl of 
Airlie, roth Hussars, as Brigade Adjutant.* 


On Wednesday the Brigade was inspected in Outpost 
Duty by Colonel H. A. Bushman, C.B., late oth Queen's 
Royal Lancers, and on June rst each Regiment was 
inspected independently by the same Officer. 


On the following day the Brigade paraded in March- 
ing Order for inspection and Review by His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught, K.G., Commanding 
the Southern District, who first saw the Brigade attack 
a position, and afterwards held the usual Review on

the drill ground North of the East Station. At the 1893 
‘conclusion of the Review, His Royal Highness addressed 
the Officers as follows :— 


‘*T hope that the interest which has been shown in the 
Brigade on the occasion of their first training together * 
will not be lessened, but that the two Regiments of the 
two adjoining counties from which they come will be 
cemented closer together, and that there will be increased 
rivalry and esprit de corps between the two. It is most 
creditable to both Commanding Officers, to Colonel 
Crichton and Colonel Goodden, that the Regiments work 
together in such a very nice manner. I cannot thank 
you too much for the loyal manner in which this very 
important phase of Yeomanry work has been carried out. 
I hope none of you will regret what has been done, and 
that the ‘Portsmouth Brigade, as you now are, will 
become one of the Brigades which will be a credit to the 
whole of the Yeomanry. Probably other Officers of other 
Regiments have been present during the drills, and they 
will go back and tell their Regiments what good drills 
they have seen. Froma Military point of view there can 
be no doubt that drilling with a stronger squadron is 
an enormous advantage to Officers, Non-commissioned 
Officers, and men.

‘“The Colonel Commanding the Portsmouth Yeomanry Brigade 
wishes, at the conclusion of the annual training of the Hampshire 
Carabineers and the Dorset ‘Queen’s Own’ Yeomanry, to congratu- 
late both Regiments on the successful termination of this their first 


training together, and upon the unanimity and good feeling that 
existed throughout. 


The Brigade system may safely be said to have made a good start 
with the Portsmouth Yeomanry Brigade, which was the first to try 


the new system, and every Officer and Trooper appears to have done 
his best to make it a success. 


In the seven working days which are available for drill and 
inspections there were :—

1 Outpost Day.
